RED RIVER LEVEES HOLD 


Eighty-Mile Line Is Watched for 
Ereaks—New Orleans Safe, Says 
Weather Official.

NEW ORLEANS, May 6.-—No new 
crevasses or rumors of impending dis- 
aster along the far-flung Louisiana 
levee lines were reported today, due 
to the fact that the crest of the Mis- 
sissippi flood has slowed down fol- 
lowing the minor breaks in the lévees 
_ north of Vicksburg and. south of Nat- 
chez. 

The crest tonight is plodding south 
somewhere between the two Missis- 
sippi River cities and is not ex- 
pected to resume full speed for sev- 
eral days or until the waters that 
submerged Northeastern Louisiana 
have re-established contact with the 
main stream. 

With the flood waters still — — 
over eleven great agricultural parishes 
north of the Pointe Coupee line, the 
situation in that waterlogged and un- 
happy land of flooded towns, hamlets 
and farms is still acute. THousands 
are yet to be rescued and a fleet of 
fast-going launches and slower-mov- 
ing light draft vessels are «combing 
the waters in the effort to get every 
man and woman and child whois in 
peril to dry land and saféty: = 

There never before was such a "fleet 
in America as Red Cross directed 
and manned fig which day and 
night is operating on every part of the 
inland sea in the search for flood vic- 
tims still on levee tops, crests of hills, 
roofs of houses, unprotected rafts and 
even in the tops of giant cypress and 
oak trees. 


Many Refugees Uncounted, 


The statement issued from Red Cross 
headquarters in Memphis yesterday 
which gave 323,000 as the number of 
persons definitely listed as wards of 
the Red Cross did not, it is known, in- 
clude reports from large sections in the 
Northeast ‘Louisiana flood gone. The 


estimates of the number of victims in 
these. eleven parishes,..some .of. them 
under water to depths of from six to 
more than. twenty feet, and the water 
still rising, are tonight purely a matter 
of guesswork. 

The .best guess is that the total is 
somewhere between 35,000 and 50,000 
and if the list of those still to be re- 
ported. to Memphis headquarters was 
available the army of refugees under 
the. care. and protection of the Red 
Cross would probably exceed 350,000 

ersons in the. six river States of the 

ississippi Valley. : 

The relief aes pt in the little town 
of Delhi in Richland Parish gives an 
idea of*the situation in that part ‘ot 
Louisiana. Late this afternoon the 
postmaster there said that more than 
3,000 refugees are in the little town— 
its population is not much more than 
500—and 10,000 more are expected. 

The refugees, it was stated, are ar- 
riving constantly, in most cases the 
clothes on their backs representing all 
they saved from the deluge. Delhi 
stands on a high knoll on the border 
line of Richland and Madison Parishes, 
one of the féw havens in a swirling 
muddy lake that how covers more than 
3,000,000 acres of land as fertile as any 
in America 

Tents, food supplies, blankets and 
medicines are being rushed to the little 
town tonight, one shipment from the 
Baton Rouge Red Cross base being 
2,000 tents, 12,000 cots, 8,000. blankets, 
15,000 bed sacks and food supplies in 
proportion. 


Forming a Camp at Monroe. 


At Monroe, one of the principal cities 
of north Louisiana, another big 
refugee camp is forming and that city 
will be feeding and sheltering thou- 
sands within the next few days. In 
the meantime the overflow will be 
pitching tents on the bluffs of Baton

“As all the students are from 16 
to 20 years old, I do not think their 
fast will be a great hardship to 
them, * Mr. Cortright said. “We 
are hopeful that many other 
schools will follow their example 
and will hold similar luncheonless 
days.” 

Mr. Cortright estimated that the 
average luncheon costs 25 cents. In 
addition to the amount raised by 
the school’s -fast ‘the: students are 
contributing to a general fund.

He Predicts Complete Victory, 
the Capture of Peking and a 
Prosperous China.

HANKOW, April 30, via Shanghai, 
May 6.—Michael Borodin believes that 
the United States is rapidly becoming 
as imperialistic as Great Britain to- 
ward China; also that if the powers 
support Chiang Kai-shek they will 
only be throwing China back into 
chaos indefinitely. He believes that 
the Nationalist revolution will soon be 
victorious, if unhampered by the pow- 
ers, and that if not interfered with, the 
Hankow forces can proceed with the 
capture of Peking, unite China and 
build up the position of labor, particu- 
larly the farmers, so that China can 
support industrial development. 
Mr. Borodni, the Russian adviser ex- 
traordinary to the Nationalist Govern- 
ment, received THE New YORK TIMES 
correspondent in his spacious offices 
on the second floor of the office build- 
ing in the old German concession, now 
Chinese, and spoke suavely and freely 
on the various subjects brought up. 
He is @ man perhaps 50 years old, 
tall, heavily built with a shock of thick 
black hair, a flowing black moustache, 
an aquiline nose and firm black eyes. 
During the interview he.strode rest- 
lessly about, sucking his pipe and 
speaking volubly. He wore a white 
Russian biouse under his coat, no 
necktie, gray trousers and sandals. He 
is an imposing figure, living up to his 
reputation for sagacity and feariess- 
ness. 


Tells How He Went to China. 


Asked how he happened to enter the 
Nationalist revolution, he replied: 

“The late Sun Yat-sen invited me to 
come to China four years’ ago. 1 am 


in the revolution as an individual, and, 
naturally, I have my own ideas.’’ 

When questioned on the connection 
of Moscow with the revolution, he de- 
nied there was any connection, adding 
in reply to a query on the growth of 
communism in China: 

“If the Nationalist Party of China 
were renamed today, it could not be 
called Communist. It is impossible to 
communize the Chinese, simply because 
it is im ble to communize poverty. 
The Chinese are different from the 
Russians or the Americans. It might 
be possible to communize the United 
States, where you have vast wealth. 
China is poverty stricken and commu- 
nism is impossible. Hence theories 
change. We seek, of course, to aid 
labor and the farmers.”’ 

Inviting the ent to. lunch- 
eon in his private apartment, M. 
Borodin put out a feeler.on the pos- 
sibility of an American loan to the’ 
Hankow Government, hot stating that 
actual overtures are probable, but 
making it perfectly clear that Hankow 
is eager to negotiate, if possible. 

Asked if Moscow was not providing 
funds, M. Borodin. said: 

“Absolutely not a cent. The Soviet

HE HAD *‘NOTHING TO GAIN’ 


6 Witnesses, 3 Women, Endorse His 
Character — Mrs. Snyder Seems 
Discouraged as Case Nears End. 


‘The taking of testimony was com- 
pleted at 2:45 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon at the trial of Mrs. Ruth Brown 
Snyder and Henry Judd. Gray in the 
Queens County Supreme Court for the 
murder of Albert Snyder. 

At the urgent request of counsel for 
the .defendants court was -adjourned 
until, 10 o’clock on Monday. morning 
to allow them time .to prepare their 
appeals to the jury. 
forcing his rule against argument on 
motions and exceptions. and by per- 
mitting no wrangling among the coun- 
sel for the three sides, Justice, Scudder 
succeeded in forcing all the testimony 
into the record in two weeks, although 
it had been estimated that the trial 
would occupy more than a month. Jus- 
tice Scudder wanted to, have the case 
summed up and given to the jury to- 
day, but he yielded when lawyers for 
Mrs. Snyder and. for.Grey. both in- 
sisted that it was absolutely neces- 
sary for them to have’ the week-end 
to study the evidence before address- 
ing the jury. 

Jury Likely to Get Case. Monday. | 


Counsel will not be “ditnited in their 
summing-up speeches’ Ménfay. ‘Justice 
Scudder, however, has requested both 
the defense lawyers and the District 
Atterney to try to confine their closing 
addresses to two hours for each de- 
fendant and two hours for the State. 
Dana Wallace will make the closing 
address for Mrs. Snyder, while Wil- 
liam J. Millard will sum up for Gray. 
District Attorney N ewcombe will sum 
up for the State. 

According to the Court, the case will 
go to the jury on Monday night. The 
session will continue until the jury re- 
tires for deliberation. 

Six. character witnesses, three of 
them women, testified yesterday that 
Gray’s reputation for truthfulness had 
been “‘good’’ or “‘excelient.”’ 


One Rebuttal Witness. 


The one witness called by the prose- 
cution in rebuttal was Leroy Ashfield, 
the insurance agent, who had testi- 
fied that, at the instigation of Mrs. 
Snyder, he tricked her husband into 
signing a blank document used later 
in issuing insurance of $50,000 ($95,- 
000 in case of violent death) on his life 
without his knowledge. Ashfield 
testified yesterday that he had never 
told Mrs. Snyder that, after a period 
of three years, she would get back 


what she had paid in on her hus- 
band’s insurance. This contradicted 
Mrs. Snyder, who had said she dis- 
cussed with Ashfield and other insur- 
ance men the matter of canceling her 
husband’s policies, but that they per- 
suaded her to continue them for three 
years on the ground that she could 
then get her money back. 

Gray was on the witness stand 
under cross-examination yesterday 
for most of the morning. Dana Wal- 
lace, of counsel for Mrs. Snyder, who 
cross-examined, tried to show that, at 
the time Gray and Mrs. Snyder were 
planning the murder, Gray was also 
planning to buy as much stock as he 
could in the firm of Benjamin & 
Johns, the corset manufacturers who 
employed him. 

Gray said he had actually d the 
money for five shares 0. s in the 
firm on the morning of March 7. That 
afternoon, he said, he met Mrs. Sny- 
der at a Chinvse restaurant in Ja- 
m ‘ta, where the plot to murder Sny- 
der was wor: d out in detail. That 
night he .went to C-1eens Vil to 

perpetrate the crime, e admitt but 
found himself unable to through 
with it. Gray said he a chance 
to buy more shares in the firm but 
denied that he had ever asked Mrs. 
Snyder for money for the purpose, 
or that he had ever considered Al- 
bert Snyder’s insurance as a ble 
source of funds. He said he had not 
talked with Mrs. Snyder about the in- 
surance, and that the idea had never 
entered his mind.

BOTH SIDES TO YIELD ARMS

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Peace ap- 
pears to be measurably near in war- 
torn Nicaragua, according to an opti- 
mistic report from Henry. L. Stimson, 
President Coolidge’s special emissary 
in that country. What is of equal im- 
portance, the program for amicable ad- 
justment of the differences between 


for practical American supervision of 
Nicaraguan affairs, inclusive of the 
establishment of a native constabulary 
with American officers, and the con- 
duct of.a Presidential election next 
year under the direction of Amer- 
icans. 

So favorable is the outlook for 
peaceable adjustment of the civil war 
that has been in progress since just 
after the small guard of American ma- 
rines was withdraw from our Lega- 
tion in Managua in August, 1925; that 
the State Department this evéning fur- 
nished to newspapers a summarization 
8* Colonel Stimson’s encouraging ad- 
vices. 

These gave the distinct impression 
that, unless something goes awry, the 
contending armies will surrender their 
arms on Saturday to American ma- 
rines, and the maintenance of order 
in the country will be administered by 
armed forces of the United States un- 
til an American-supervised Presiden- 
tial election next year, when the or- 
ganization of a constabulary under 
American officers and other measures 
for preserving tranquillity presumably 
will be in effect.

KILLING FRIGHTENED GANG 


- Shooting of Thompson and 
_ Arrest_of Berman. 


WERE SHACKLED ON BED 


Guards With Machine Guns, Tear 
Gas Bombs: and Shotguns ' 
Always With Them. 


Freed by their kidnappers after one 
of the band had been killed,. Abraham 
Scharlin, wealthy real estate operator 
of 322 West Seventy-second Street and 
Chitago, and ‘James Taylor of Buck- 
ingham Court, Bergen Street, Brook- 
lyn, also a real estate operator, re- 
appeared in public yesterday after a 
week in captivity to tell their experi- 
ences to Police Inspector Coughlin of 
the Detective Bureau. 

The tale they told, many of the points 
of which were borne out by other evi- 
dence, paralleled the most ‘exciting 
chapters of a mystery story and was 
wholly new in New York crime, though 
there have been incidents resembling 
it in Chicago and in Philadelphia. 
The police believe that the Dougherty 
brothers, who have operated along 
similar lines in Chicago; have extended 
their kidnapping operations here. 


Police Hope to Get Others. 


The attempt was a failure, for the 
kidnappers got nothing but a few dol- 
lars and one of their number was shot 
to death. They had to flee from their 
hiding place in South Brooklyn, where 
they kept their victims for a week, 
and the police were close on their trail 


last night, with good prospects of ar- 
resting. others of the gang. 
But the kidnappers. brought to the 


city machine guns, tear gas bombs, 
sawed-off shotguns and the bold direct 
methods that have been characteristic 
of Ghicago crities of the sort. Like the 
Chicago criminals they disdained tri- 
fles, had a rather thorough ‘“‘grape- 
vine’ method of learning of danger, 
were determined to play for high 
stakes and picked their victims with 
care. 

Lured from their homes by a ruse 
Scharlin and Taylor spent a week on 
the upper floor of a ‘small house in 
Brooklyn,’ haridcuffed together, their 
ankles shackled, their eyes taped, and 
pillow cases over their most of. 
the time. They were not beaten, but 
were subjected to many ties, 
kept under close guard by armed men, 
made to cooperate in the attempts of 
the gang to force tribute from their 
relatives, and released only when the 
newspapers printed the news of the 
killing of ‘‘Jack Thompson,’’ one of the 
gang leaders, and the rest knew that 
it was time to flee. 

Before daylight yesterday morning 
Scharlin and Taylor were taken blind- 
folded from their place of captivity in 
an automobile. 


Warned on Leaving House. 
‘*Keep your heads down, both of you, 


if you know what is good for you,” 


they were told by one of the gang 
which led them from the house. 


The car drove several blocks. The 
bandages that had been taped over 
their eyes were torn off. Then, to their 
surprise, the kidnappers returned to 
Scharlin his watch and diamond stick- 
pin, and to Taylog his watch. They 
kept $70 taken a week before from 
Scharlin and $26 taken from Taylor. 
The car was stopped. One of the men 
pulled from his pocket a roll of bills. 
He peeled off three one-dollar bills and 
handed them to Scharlin; another 
three he handed to Taylor. 

“For a cab,” he said. “‘Now get out 
and walk away and keep walking.” 

The two men had been thoroughly 
scared. They had feared death at the 
hands of the gang.

Today Twelfth Anniversary 
Of Sinking of the Lasitania 


Twelve years ago today the Cu- 
nard liner Lusitania, en route from 
New York to England, was sunk by 
a tofpedo from a German sub- 
Marine, and 1,198 persons, includ- 
ing 124 citizens of the United 

States, lost their lives’ in a marine

Survivor Describes Explosion. 


Lying on-a. cot-in Bellevue Hospital 
last night Arthur McCutcheon, one of 


those injured, told of his experience as 
follows: 

“I was on the first floor when I 
heard a sudden roar and the floor 
geemed to be coming up at me. Then 
it crashed. I felt myself falling 
through space. Fifteen people working 
with me fell too, and seemed to be 
hidden from me by a torrent of falling 
concrete. 

“Instinctively. I put my hand before 
my face as I fell. I guess that may 
have saved my iife. 

“TI tried to — to my feet, but 
another barrage of débris pinned me to 
the floor. It engulfed me. Concrete 
blocks seemed to be resting all over 
my baly. I couldn’t rise. Then the 
water main broke. 

“I struggled and twisted every way 
 ¥ could, but could not free myself. 
The water rose around me. Presently 
it was up to my neck. Only my head 
was above water. I knew if it went 
just a little bit higher I would drown. 

‘‘Then luck seemed to come my way. 
We'll call it luck anyway. A big con- 
crete block came from above. It struck 
the other blocks on the lower part of 
my body which were Pe ped me down. 
In some manner it d ed them. I 
was able to ralse my neck and move 
my hand. Then I was almost free when 
a fireman came along. He pulled me 
out. Here I am.’’.

Rescue ladders were raised to the 
upper windows of the seven-story 
building in the belief that all its oc- 
cupants had not escaped, but the only 
rescue was that of a Pomeranian dog, 
found by Fireman William Carley of 
Hook and Ladder Company 24 on the 
sixth floor.

HALDANE’S NEPHEW

Young Physiologist Volantarily 
Undergoes Experiment in 
Interest of Science.

LONDON, May 6.—The distinguished 
young physiologist J. B. 8. Haldane, 
reader in biochemistry at Cambridge 
University, who is a nephew of Lord 
Haldane and a son of Professor John 
Scott Haldane of Oxford, has volun- 
tarily undergone vivisection in the in- 
terests of medical science. The young 
scientist recently told Lord Haldane: 

“There is an experiment which has 
to be made and should be made on a 
dog, but it cannot possibly be made 
under an anaesthetic. There is only 
one way for it, and I have come up 
to be vivisécted.”’ 

The ordeal through which he passed 
included the artificial production of 
acidosis in his blood. This having been 
achieved, the blood was taken from 
one of his femoral arteries with the 
object of determining the exact change 
that had taken place in the blood’s

Three hundred 
and thirty” thousand people must be 
cared for as a result of the devasta- 
tion already wrought by the Missis- 
sippi, he said. 

The river already has spread over 
3,400 square miles of Louisiana low- 
lands, he declared, and the crest of 
the flood is just passing Vicksburg. 

“There is about 6,000 square miles of 
Louisiana still kept dry by the levees,’”’ 
Mr. Hoover pointed out, “but these 
levees, upon which thousands of men 
are working, have not yet felt the full 
power of the flood.” 

President Coolidge is expected to 
send a special message to the Congress 
in December on methods of controlling 
the flood situation, Dwight F. Davis, 
Secretary of War, declared tonight be- 
fore departing for Baton Rouge with 
Secretary ‘Hoover and other members 
of the Washington-flood relief party.

BANKERS CONSULT MELLON 


Treasury Supports Forming of Farm 
Credit Corporation—Red Cross 
Fund Now $7,912,172. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 6.—President 
Coolidge disclosed today that the Gov- 
ernment is seriously considering not 
only rehabilitation plans together with 
financial assistance for the flood suf- 
ferers but also a program for future 
control of the floods, which the next 
Congress can consider. 

He believes that all engineering plans 
will have to be revised and that the 
program entered on in 1922 to spend 
$10,000,000 for levees will have to be 
broadened and Congress and the 
States must work out flood control 
levees, or reservoirs. 

In his opinion committees of Con- 
gress, which will be called upon to 
pass upon flood control bills, should 
begin hearings without delay and per- 
haps inspect the flood area to be ready 
to act promptly on the program. This 
is advisable, he thinks, because any 
adequate plans will be costly and will 
take years to compiete. 

Subcommittees of the Senate Com- 
merce Committee and the House Flood 
Control Commitiee will assemble at 
St. Louis on May 29 for a tour of 
inspection of the flooded regions. 

In the meantime, it was said at the 
White House, the Red Cross would 
provide seeds and food for the flood 
sufferers, and this wad the first thing 
to be done. 

There was a conference today of 
bankers from Arkansas with Secre- 
tary Mellon and Treasury and Farm 
Loan Board officials in which plans 
to take advantage of the Intermediate 
Credit Banks system were discussed. 
In a statement Secretary Mellon said: 

“The committee from Arkansas has 
presented a well-developed plan for 
the creation of an agricultural credit 
corporation with a capital from $500,- 
000 to $1,000,000, a considerable portion 
of which has alrehdy been definitely 
assured by the leading firms, banks 
and individuals of the State of Ar- 
kansas. The agricultural corporation 
will make loans directly to farmers in 
flooded areas gradually as the season 
advances. 

“The committee asked for advances 
from the intermediate credit banks on 
the basis of three times the paid-in 
capital of the corporation and this was 
agreed to upon the endorsement of the 
corporation. 

“The intermediate credit banks, it 
was also stated, are in a position to 
make advances to State and national 
banks on paper representing advances 
for agricultural purposes and are pre- 
pared to receive applications in con- 
nection with such business.’’ 

Contributions to the Red Cross flood 
relief fund this afternoon amounted to 
$7,912,172, reports to National Head- 
quarters showed. By areas the figures 
were: Eastern States, $5,127,734; Mid- 
western, $1,924,000; Pacific, $748,967. 
The total included the insular and for- 
eign contributions of $11,471, and the 
Red Cross appropriation of $100,000.

MISSISSIPPI 40 MILES WIDE. 


Four Hundred Mile Stretch Spreads 
Out on West Side. 

BATON ROUGE, La., May 6 (4.— 
An almost solid sheet of water, more 
than four hundred miles long and 
reaching a width in some places of 
forty miles, now lies along the west 
bank of the Mississippi River from 
Arkansas City almost to Raton Rouge, 
say naval’ aviators who have flown 
over the territory. 

On the east k of the river there is 
a lake in Mis ppi extending from 
above Greenville for sixty miles to the 
mouth of the Yazoo River and extend- 
ing eastward for thirty-five miles. at 
the northern end and running for 
about fifty-five miles along the Yazoo. 
This lake, like that in Louisiana, is 
in the shape of a funnel. 

Higher up the river basin Southeast- 
ern Arkansas’ is inundated along the 
Arkansas River almost-to Pine Bluff 
and down to the Louisiane State line. 
In Northeastérn Arkansas and South- 
eastern Missouri the flood aréas 
} branch out like two slender fans along 
the basins of the White and St. Fran- 
cis Rivers. - 

The flooded areas in Kentucky and 
Tennessee are comparatively small and 
appear as irregular shaded blots on 
the western portion of the engineers’

interpreter - Who Aided? Peace 
Conference at Versailles to 
Remain Until June a 


Defends the Treaties, Saying They 
Should Not Be Judged in- the 
Light of Succeeding Events.

A figure from the Hall of Mirrors 
in the Palace of Versailles, where the 
“Big Four’ weighed the cost of the 
World War, stepped ashore in New 
York last night. The visitor was Cap- 
tain Paul J. Mantoux, master of lan- 
guages, who, as official interpreter of 
the Peacé Conférence was the medium 
of communication of Clemenceau, Or- 
lando, Lloyd George and . President 
Wilson. 

The erect, soldierly Captain, whose 
words of translation were quick echoes 
of history caught up ‘by journalists 
from the four quarters to be flashed 
around the. globe, arrived on the 
Cunarder Aquitania, not as a soldier, 
not as a diplomat nor as a politician, 
but simply as a scholar seeking other 


scholars through whom, by widened 
international knowledge. greater world 
concord may be reached. 

‘Seven of the years since the pens 
signed the Versailles treaties have 
found Captain Mantoux serving as 
head of the: Political Section of the 
Permanent Secretariat of the League 
of Nations at Geneva. : On Jan. 15 he 
became director of the Institute of 
Higher International Studies, associ- 
ated with but not part of the Uni- 
versity of Geneva. 

The institute is a new venture in the 
cause of the peace of all mankind 
through better understanding between 
the nations. It developed yester- 
day that the Laura Spelman Rocke- 
feller Memorial, tounded in October, 
1918, by John D, Rockefeller as a 
tribute to his late wife, is one of 
three agencies back.of the institute. 
Joining with the memorial and evenly 
dividing the conduct and the main- 
tenance of tne institute are the Can- 
ton of Geneva and the Swiss Federal 
Government. 


His View of the Treaties. 


The flight of time and the storm of 
protest since the terms of the Ver- 
sailles treaties were made known, have 
not altered Captain Mantoux’s view 


that they were well drawn. This he 
made clear as the steamship came 
slowly up the bay and river to her pier. 
He pointed out that flaws were easily 
found in the treaties in the light of 
the knowledge that has come with the 
years. But he maintained that the 
wrongs inflicted by the treaties were 
not so great as the wrongs set right 
by them. 

“It is very easy for some people to 
reform the Versailles treaties,’’ -he 
said, in view of what has been 
learned since. To really consider them 
impartially it is necessary to go back 
to the time when they were framed. 
It was a time of conflicting forces and 
various viewpoints. It seems as if the 
treaties had to be as they were because 
of the existing conditions. 

“No doubt complete knowledge of 
what was fated to follow, something 
no one could fortell, would have led 
to better conditions. It is well to re- 
member that it is easy to criticize 
the treaties in the light of what has 
happened. At the time those who 
framed the treaties were deprived of 
this knowledge. 

“It does not make things better than 
they are and it is a great mistake to 
view the past in the light of what in- 
tervenes. We have to-remember the 
environment of the moment. We must 
consider what was right and justified 
at the time and the objections that 
have been raised. After all, there was 
a great deal of good in the treaties. 
Ask the peoples made free by them; 
they won’t view them as others will.” 


Minorities Can Be Heard Now. 


Captain Mantoux was asked to ana- 
lyze the criticisms of the treaties made 
in German quarters, notably .that ut- 
tered by the former Crown Prince of 
Germany soon after the compacts were 
made. 


“It would take a very long time to 
discuss that,” he said with a smile, 
referring specifically to the Crown 
Prince’s complaint. ‘It should be 
borne in mind that the war was based 
on old eae ae — setled down 

wronged ones during the years. 
I T think these wrongs were Were than 
the situation created by the.treaties. 

“It is the minority at the present 
time that is dissatisfied, but the 
treaties have given them the oppor- 
tunity of exp themselves loudly 
before the whole world. Before the 
war the oppressed majority had no op- 
portunity to express themselves—most 
of them thought it was useless to do 
as Aggie could ee that the world

“This inability to find a medium 
through which to make known the dis- 
Satisfaction of the majority has re- 
sulted in the fact that ten voices of 
protest now make more noise than 100 
voices might have made in the pre- 
war days. I do not means that the 
wrongs of the ten should not be at- 
tended to, but I do emphasize that the 
wrongs of the People of the world have 
been lessened.”’ 

Captain Mantoux was keen on the 
success of the League of Nations and 
pointed out that its membership had 
steadily increased. He said that when 
the organization was formed nationals 
of a limited number of countries had 
been appointed to the permanent posts, 
but that as other nations came in citi- 
zens of the new. country. members were 
assigned to important tasks.

Record of Capt. Mantoux 


The distinguished visitor, as his 
name indicates, is a Frenchman. He 
was a professor of history in Paris 
before the war and before the con- 
flict started he accepted the offer of 
the chair of French history in the 
University of London which had been 
extended to him by the County Coun- 
cil. He enlisted as soon as the war 
began and was serving the tricolor in 
the Champagne sector as a private 
when wounded. He became an inter- 


preter with a British division when his 
wound was healed. 

In 1915 Mantoux went to 
England with Albert Thomas to confer 
with Lioyd on munitions pro- 
duction. The Gapta in remained in 
England J— aon as a liaison officer ~<e- 
tween British and French statesmen. 
Captain Mantoux conceived a great ad- 
miration for the British statesman and 
accompanied the Prime Minister on all 
his foreign missions and attended the 
meetings of the Government and allixd 
var chiefs in London. Paris, Rome 
Versailles and Abbeville. 

On one occasion he accomplished a 
notable bit of translation for Lioyd 
George. The Prime Minister paid a 
visit to the beleaguered city of Verdun 
at a time when the German shells were 
raining upon the historic spot. Lioyd 
George spoke to a meeting of French- 
men in a cellar, the speech being 
punctuataed by the whining and burst- 
ing of the shells. Captain Manteaux 
made his customary brief notes of the 
speech and then as calmly as though 
in ‘a drawing room translated 
thoughts into French. 

Captain Manteaux said yesterday his 
plans for his American tour were not 
fully determined as yet, but that he 
probably would visit Washington in 
the near future. 


Linguistic Wonder at Versailles. 


Special to The New York Timcs, 
WASHINGTON, May 6.—During the 
Versailles Peace Conference no man 
attending it was mentioned more than 
Mantoux—Lieutenant Mantoux he was 
then—its famous interpreter. But it 
was. in private conversation that he 


figured chiefly and not in the con- 
temporary newspaper. accounts of the 
proceedings, although no man took a 
more conspicuous part in them. 

In peace conference c:rcies his lin- 
guistic ability excited wonder. While 
the conference proceedi ‘were con- 
ducted in French and English, M. 
Mantoux was ever ready to translate 
practically any of the many tongues 
represented in the delegations. 
Arabic, Portuguese, Spanish, South 
African, Dutch, Magyar, Italian, 
Flemish, . Chinese, Japanese and Ru- 
manian* were some of the languages 
that were native to delegates, and if 
Mantoux did not have a mastery of 
all of them he had at least the repu- 
tation of knowing enough of each to 
get along with for purposes of oral 
interpretation. 

Most of the time when he appeared 
at sessions M. Mantoux wore the hori- 
zon blue uniform of his country’s mili- 
tary service. While not large in sta- 
ture he presented a striking figure and 
no participant in that great gathering 
was. more observed or the centre of 
more admiring glances as he put into 
English long discourses delivered in 
French or gave the French translation 
of remarks in English made by Presi- 
dent Wilson, Mr. Lioyd George, Mr. 
Balfour—who had not then been ele- 
vated to the peerage—and other nota- 
bilities.

law, according to Mr. Tuttle. The 
flood of trivial business in the courts, 


he said, had almost “drowned out the/| . 


administration of justice; procedure 
has blocked proceeding; the method 
of trying cases has obstructed the 
trial of cases.’ 

Mr. Tuttle’s plea followed the lines 
of the demand, often made by his 
predecessor, Emory R. Buckner, for a 
simple way of disposing of the multi- 
tude of small prohibition cases. The 
present Federal attorney, however, 
did not mention prohibition and spe- 
cifically disavowed any desire to 
create new and inferior Federal courts, 
finding that existing judicial agencies 
were sufficient. He urged as an im- 
mediate first step toward the simplifi- 
cation of procedure the granting to 
the court of the right to impose sen- 
tence at once when guilt is admitted 
before a Federal commissioner. 

The Federal Attorney said he be- 
lieved that the common assumption 
that the Constitution imposed a jury 
trial upon every offense was mistaken. 
He said that the framers of the Con- 
stitution were brought up in the at- 
mosphere of the common law, which 
recognized a distinction between 
“crimes’’ and offenses of a minor 
character ‘‘not involving danger to so- 
ciety or serious infraction of the moral 
law.” These minor offenses, he 
argued, were proceeded against at 
common law summarily and without 
trial by jury or indictment, as the Su- 
preme Court had noted in two de- 
cisions. 

Mr. Tuttle said that under its State 
law New York disposed of minor cases 
through Magistrate’s Courts in short 
order despite the fact that its early 
Constitution asserted that trial by jury 
should remain inviolate forever in 
rina where it had previously been 
used. 

“There is a constant and increasing 
public dissatisfaction with the Federal 
criminal machinery,’’ he _ concluded, 
“and a growing conviction that it rails 
woefully, if not dangerorsly, to meet 
the needs of experience. The failure 
is in the matter of petty offenses. The 
remedy lies in the revival of the an- 
cient common law power of summary 
jurisdiction.”

The Liberal -delegates, in a state- 
ment given to The Associated Press, 
declared that Mr. Stimson informed 
them that if the Liberals would not 
accept the condition that President 
Diaz complete his term, which ends in 
1928, ‘‘the marine forces under Rear 
Admiral Latimer would proceed forci- 
bly to disarm the Liberal troops.”’ 

The statement said that the Liberals 
would not accept this condition and 
expressed the fear that if any attempt 
should be made by the marines under 
present conditions to disarm Liberal 
soldiers fighting would result. 

(General Jose Moncada, commander-

Cite Stimson Letter to Moncada. 


The statement, which was signed by

‘In the conference held the day be- 
fore yesterday at Tipitapa, General 
Henry L. Stimson, personal repre- 
sentative of President Coolidge, ac-

the Nationalists desire to stabilize 
their credit abroad. In the event of 
the capture of Peking and the unity 
of China the Nationalists must agree 
tO meet Ghina’s débts in. order to 
obtain loans for gthe future.” 

On ‘its being suggested that prior to 
seeking loans China must piace its 
house in order, M, Borodin said: 

‘That is a vicious’ Circle—to place 
its house in order’to get loans. China 
needs cash first and then can easily 
clean up its own house.” 

Concerning security, M. Borodin 
countered with the query: 


“What security did America have 


when pouring vast wealth into Europe 
during the World War?. That ended 
satisfactorily, but you were uncertain 
at the time of the loans.” 


Explains Split With Chiang. 


Borodin then proceeded to portray a 
touching picture.of the downtrodden 
Chinese, declaring his sole purpose in 
the revolution was to aid the agrarian 
population to a better position with 


the workers. 

Asked why he split with Chiang Kal- 
shek, he replied that the split was 
due chiefly to two things: 

First, Chiang Kai-shek began his 
northern campaign, he said, with 50,- 
000 troops and reached the Yangtse 
River with 400,000. “In “that. vast 
army were scores of thousands of the 
rabble, who joined to save their 
necks,” he declared; “Their Generals 
were not inspired with the purpose of 
the revolution, they only hoped that 
Chiang Kai-shek would take Shanghai 
to fill their pockets with gold.”’ 

Second, “Chiang . Kai-shek came 
under the influence of the merchant 
and comprador class in Shanghai,’ 
he said, ‘“‘got~-a few million dollars 
out of them and agreed to hold ‘down 
labor to maintain the status quo so 
the greedy compradors would con- 
tinue to wax wealthy. Under the 
shadow of the forei banks, those 
temples of finance, iang Kai-shek 
fell, hence so far as the revolution is 
concerned he is doomed.’ 

And then M. Borodin spoke of the 
powers. 

“If the powers see in’ Chiang Kai- 
shek a second Chang Tso-lin they will 
throw China. back into.chaos, trouble 
and anti-foreignism « indefinitely,’’ he 


said. The revolution has.not ended 
here. The people, aroused momen- 
tarily, have been stopped, but will con- 


tinue.”

Asked what he thinks the 
ought to do, he repliea: 

“Recognize, the Nationalist Govern- 
ment. That will speed up the unity of 
China.”’

M. Borodin said that the impression 
made by. the warships here is ‘‘queer.’’

He is seek- 
ing to offer the farmers markets and 
prices so that they will eventually sup- 
rt factories and China can become an 
ndustrial as well as an agricultural na- 
mt He portrayed an industrious 
China of the future buying untold 
products from abroad and remarked 
that the present imports are ludicrous 
for a nation of this size. But he 
pointed out that China was unable to 
sell goods so long as poverty lasts. 

He did not discuss the financial prob- 
lems “which .are- most important at 
present, further than to say that the 
Hankow Government is receiving rev- 
enue from taxes of all kinds and no 
trouble is expected, . The question of 
opening the banks, he said; is up to the 
Ministries of Finance and Foreign Af- 
fairs. He is not involved. 

‘‘Granted loans,” he concluded, “the 
Nationalists could fund the present na- 
tional debt and repay the loans in a 
certain period of time, say half a cen- 
tury, the same as France or any other 
nation. There will be no fear of the 
security; the loans will be repaid.”’ 


Sun Fo Wants Foreign Trade. 


Sun Fo, the Minister of Communica- 
tions and son of Sun Yat-sen, is the 
first official to admit that the Chinese 
need foreign trade. 

“We want foreign trade,”” he de- 
clared.today; ‘“‘the closing of foreign 


| business has hurt us as much as it 


does the foreigner.” 

He intimated that this is the reason 
why the Government is making efforts 
to restore normalcy here, ordering the 
coolies to treat the foreigners with re- 
spect. 

He explained the changed attitude of 
the Chinese to the foreigners by stat- 
ing that the unions had better control 
of the workers. He admitted that the 
unions work under the Government De- 
partment of Labor, and that the Gov- 
ernment has ordered the unions to in- 
struct the workers to be cordial] to the 
foreigners, declaring that the loss of 
foreign trade was proving costly al- 
ready. 

“Prior to the coming of the Nation- 
alists,’”’ he said, ““Wu Pei-fu shot union 
sympathizers or those desiring to form 
unions. We base our movement on as- 
sistance to labor and the peasantry, 
hence we permit the formation of 
unions. 

“The workers immediately organized, 
then demanded a rise in pay, which 
was almost unanimously refused by 
Chinese and foreigners alike. The men 
deserved higher pay, for in the past 
eight years the cost of living has more 
than doubled. The strikes caused ill 
feeling. The coolies got out of hand 
and were inclined to blame the foreign- 
ers for their ills. 

‘‘Hence, a thing like the Japanese 
Concession incident, where a sailor 
and a.rikisha’ coolie fight, causes ex- 
cited mob action; resulting in an in- 
ternational.affair. Ordinarily in any 
other. city in the world such a thing 
would be a police case. 

‘The Government has now found time 
to attempt to settle the labor problems 
and results are seen in the changed at- 
titude of the workers.”’

PARIS, May 6 (4).—Clifford B. Har- 
mon of New York, President of the 
International League of Aviators, the 
Paris, edition. of The Chicago Tribune 
said today, is planning to meet the 
American Bellanca plane in midocean 
when it attempts to fly across the At- 
lantic from: New York to Paris in or- 
der to guide the fliers to their goal, 
Le Bourget.

Good riders are so few in number 
these days that when a youngster 
flashes with a winning streak he is 
hopefully hailed as a star in the mak- 
ing.

In all, eleven Derby aspirants were 
entered for the two races. Rain today 
and tonight and the forecast for 
showers and thunder storms tomorrow 
probably will cause some to be 
scratched. 

A classy field of 18 three-year-olds 
and upward was named for the Clar« 
Handicap, at a mile and one-sixteenth. 
The Derby horses entered are Scot- 
land, War Hagle, Jock, Royal Julian, 
Creek Indian and Nor’easter.

BERLIN; May 6.~—Wiilliam T. Tilden 
and Francis Hunter disposed of Froitz- 
heim and Landmann, two of Germany's 
best tennis players, in singles matches 
here this afternoon in the opening of 
& three-day tournament arranged 
through funds donated .by William 
Paul Ahnelt of New York. Each dis- 
posed of his opponent in three straight 
sets, Tilden ‘without exertion, but 
Hunter being forced to topnotch speed 

in the third set of his match. 

Tilden defeated Froitzheim, 6—3, 6—2, 
6—4, and Hunter cotiquered Landmann, 
6-2, 6~-1, 9-7. 

The —2* are consideréd of world 
importance by experts heré, as they 
offer a gauge for the Davis Cup 
tournament. Germany, isolated for a 
number of years, has devéloped along 
lines of its own. Its tennis strategy 
is based on the principle of safe and 
cautious play from e back court. 
Though there is little ** in the 
German style of play, it is considered 
fundamentally. seund--and capable of 
consistent point gaining. 


Fear for Davis Cup. 


Just how. this game would compare 
with America’s was seen in today’s 
clay court play. The prediction of 
Najuch, German -champion profes- 
sional, made just before play this af- 
ternoon, seemed justified. Najuch said: 
“Our players will make a better show- 


ing than the Americans under the ex- 
amination of slow-motion pictures, We 
have been trained to make every 
movement perfect and every stroke 
complete as to form. 

“However, the German. players 
haven't a chance of winning the Davis 
Cup, since they have concentrated on 
form and not on winning games. If 
coolnéss and déliberateneas connted 
as points, we would have .a show."’ 

Both Hunter and Tilden threw their 
opponents off their stride by’ varying 
their strokes, though they admitted 
that the fast, hard drives of the Ger- 
mans were not of the easiest to handle. 
Both Americans were in excellent 
form, though: Tilden’s —— cannon- 
ball serve was not Ee 

Hunter lost most. of his —3* in the 
first and second sets by hitting into 
the net. In this match the only two 
doubles served wete credited against 
Hunter, his opponent playing a sure 
game throughout. 


German’s Sérvice Is Weak. 
«Landmann, who defeated Richards 


last year, seems to have lost his ser- 


vice. He gave Hunter many oppor- 
tunities to kill the ball from delivery. 


T was more than twenty-six years ago that a young 
Harvard student agreed to donate a tennis cup to be 
played for annually by the United States and Eng- 
land. The young man himself was a member of the 
first team and hélped to throw back the British invaders. 
He was Dwight F. Davis, now Secretary of War, and 
his cup has sihce becorhe the greatest of all international 
team trophies. 

What started out as international twosome hes devéi- 
oped into a tennis league of nations. When young Mr. 
Davis first offered his modest little trophy, he probably 
did not dream that a quarter of a century later twenty- 
five nations would be struggling for its possession—did 
not realize that this was a shot which would be heard 
round the world. 

It is perhaps a trifle ironical that in later dife Mr. 
Davis became a Sécretary of War. There is a dim pos- 
sibility—or is it more than ditn—that if tkere were more 
Davis cups, there would be less war. 


An Anglo-Saxon Monopoly, 


The Davis Cup has circled the globe, but it has known 
only one language—Einglish. It has never been won by 
any but ah English-speaking people—by the United 
States eleven times, by England five times, by Austra- 
lia five times. The trophy has become as Anglo-Saxon 
as roast beef. We hear much about an Anglo-Saxon 
alliance to preserve peace, but there has been stich an 

alliance in. tenhis for twenty-six years, not to preserve 
peace but to preserve the Davis Cup. 

It has beén sought after by the French, the Germans, 
the Spanish, the Japanese. But to date the trophy has 
known no masters except the Yankees, the English and 
the Anzacs. 


The Threat of the Gauls. 


Yet there are signs that this era of supremacy is 
drawing to a close. The Nordic reign has been long and 
unbroken, but those whose business it is to peer into 
the future see a dark man menacing the peace and hap- 
piness of the Anglo-Saxons. He has three names—La- 
coste, Borotra and Cochet—and his nationality is un- 
mistakably French. 

Qne of the most certain things in the uncertain game 
of tennis is that. America will face in September the 
greatest challénge it has encountered since the war. 
With Richards eliminated from the picture; with William 
T. Tildén slipping from his lofty pinnacle, the Yankees 
will be hard put to it to resist the sprightly assaults of 
the gallant Gauls. 

The French will bound into the aréna with a team 
that is still coming. The Americans oh the othér hand, 
seem to be going. They may have enough left to fight 
off the attack for another year, or even two, but-all the 
best minds seem to agree that the Yanks are going and 
are not, as Mr. Cohan said in his song, coming.

/ GENEVA, May 6.—Rubber, Russia 
and China occupied the attention of 
the International Economic Confer- 
ence in today’s sessions. 

Tomorrow the Russians are likely to

23 From official headquarters 
comes word that the head of the Red 


delegation intends to take up the 
cudgels, which the Germans probably 
now fear to take up for themselves, 
and will make an open attack upon 
the Dawes plan and call for the aboli- 
tion of rations and the annulment 
of the entire interallied debt. 

Sir Max Muspratt of the British 
delegation served up the first ball of 
gum elastic at the close of last night's 
proceedings, but did it so swiftly and 
adroitly as almost to escape attention. 
In fact, no mention whatever appeared 
of it in the report of Sir Max’s speech 
in this morning’s official Conference 
Journal. 

However, the eagle-eyed American 
delegation is quite as watchful of 
their Anglo-Saxon friends as of the 
European delegations. Thus Chairman 
Henry M. Robinson, who mounted the 
tribune in this morning’s session, 
caught the ball on its first bound and 
returned it to the British side so hard 
and sure that the point was well 
scored, while the puzzled Europeans, 
appreciating that something was up, 
rubbed their eyes wonderingly. 

Sir Max’s bland assurance to the 
conference was that “‘with very rare 
exceptions there is no British discrimi- 
nation against ‘the rest of the world 
in the export of raw materials, and 
that-the much - criticized rubber re- 
strictions. had no element of discrimi- 
nation in favor of Great Britain, but 
were introduced to insure continuity 
of supply of a» p.oduct essentital to 
modern civilization.” 


Answers British on Rubber. 


Mr. Robinson’s speech, prepared sev- 
eral days ago, and intentionally bro- 
midic in order to keep the world: cho- 
rus in harmony, merely gave an able 


illustration of the methods and re- 
sults of American post-war economic 
doctrine.' New paragraphs, however, 
were interpolated this morning, ex- 
plaining that it had been his intention 
specifically to discuss difficulties, but 
that his distinguished friend, the mem- 
ber of the British delegation, had com- 
mented on rubber restrictions in a 
manner which. puzzled. 

Mr. Robinson said: ‘‘I cannot clearly 
see how a. restriction in output could 
assure a continuity of supply at a high 
level and. prove of ultimate benefit to 
the world. I am also wondering 
whether the fact that over 75 per cent. 
of the commodity is consumed in a 
non-producing country, while the coun- 
try controlling restriction consumes 
but 7 per cent. of the total supply, 
might be looked upon as discrimina- 
tion. However, this isa matter which 
is solving itself, and we understand 
it is meeting considerable opposition 
within the empire itseif.’’ 

That his final statement is undoubt- 
edly true was evidenced by the re- 
ception it got from the _ British 
benches. Walter T. Layton, editor of 
The London. Economist, which recently 
has been indulging itself in severe 
criticism of the Government’s attitude, 
immediately broke into laughter which 
was heard all over the hall and caused 
other Britishers, except Sir Max Mus- 
pratt, to smile. 

Walter Runciman, the British mem- 
ber representing the International 
Chamber of Commerce, at the moment 
of Mr. Rebinson’s speech, found him- 
self in. Mr. Robinson's own chair in 
the delegates’ section, communing 
with his old pal, Norman Davis, sec- 
ond member of the American delega- 
tion. When Mr. Robinson made his 
references to rubber Mr. Runciman, 
embarrassed for a. moment, turned to 
Mr. Davis and said: ‘‘It looks like 
ns Muspratt got it right on the 

7° 

Mr. Layton, who addressed the con- 
ference this afternoon, evidently 
thought enough had been said and did 
not mention the: subject. 

The Russians announced their inten- 
tion of appearing on the rostrum to- 
horrow morning, Chairman Ossinski to 
speak on the Soviet Government’s ex- 
ternal hopes and aims and M. Sokol- 
nikoff to talk on the internal situation 
of Russia. 


Russians to Raise Many Issues. 


It is understood that M. Ossinski 
will open his speech with an attempt 
to set the ‘United States against Japan 
and Italy by calling for freedom of 


emigration. The speaker will further 
declare that Europe’s 20,000,000 unem- 
loyed have reduced its buying power, 
t international debts are a druin 
on national fortunes, that the get 
plan is a\form ‘of tax that .has 
huced the a power of the Ger.

ccording to. what I have heard; 
some of you are for a protective tariff, 
some for free trade, some for mo- 
nopoly and-commercial-combines and 
others for open competition. So far I 
have found none in favor of, binding 
any particular country down to uni- 
lateral economic” restrictions for free 
exploitation by others. 

“China, vis-a-vis certain capitalistic 
powers, finds herself in exactly this 
unfortunate position. I desire to claim 
on behalf of China freedom to decide 
her own’ economic policy in’ the in- 
terest of herself as well_as that of the 
world. I should be the last to bring 
up this question, -were its continued 
denial to China only her own concern, 
rather than an economic tendency now 
capable of affecting world peace. 

It was told yesterday that because of 
the lack of economic order, as well as 
the internal] conflicts, China is a cause 
of grave anxieties to all. countries. 
Such political and, consequently, eco- 
nomic instability is.mainly due to the 
delay in the termination of the very 
economic restrictions on China that 
we are now discussing. 


Denounces Unilateral Tariff. 


“While the Chinese Government ac- 
cords certain powers the lowest tariff 
rate, Chinese merchandise is totally at 
the mercy of the customs officials of 


the much favored nations. This lack 
of reciprocity renders China helpless in 
the face of foreign dumping. This, in 
a way, explains the political instability 
of China, but it is not the only reason 
why our internal necessary 
for world peace—depends largely upon 
the early termination of this economic 
régime. 

“The existence of such an obliga- 
tion on the part of our Central Gov- 
ernment exposes it to constant attacks 
from the opposition and offers a pre- 
text f-r revolution. The continued 
locking up of China’s resources tends 
also to.revive the. struggle for con- 
cessions among the capitalistic powers. 

The aspirations of have re- 
ceived the full sympathy of various 
Governments. The délay in ending 
the present régime is: not due to lack 
of accord between China and the pow- 
ers or among the powers themselves. 
It is due to the obstructions of cer- 
tain foreign . commercial interests 
which in their thirst for profit have 
overlooked the bigger issues involved. 

“It is hoped that this conference 
will exercise its offices in the interest 
of justice and world peace.” 


Plenary Sessions End Today. 


Tomorrow will. see.the end of the 
plenary sessions for several weeks, 
the conference being divided then into 


commissions. Following the Russians, 
M. Loucheur will wind up the present 
public program with a presentation. of 
the views of France. He had several 
conferences with the American dele- 
gation and announced himself as 
greatly impressed by the address of 
Mr, Robinson. He may, perhaps, at- 
tempt to modify the resolution calling 
for a commission of Kuropéan trade 
control. 

M. Loucheur’s troubles and fears were 
voiced by his colleague, M. Jouhaux, 
who, in a conversation today, graphi- 
cally sized up the mental attitude of 
French ‘labor. 

He said “French workmen do not 
object to machines, they do not. object 
to working longer for more fay, but 
in piece work they will never stand 
for the stop watch.”” Which, after all, 
characterizes European labor in gen- 
eral, excepting Germany, placing it on 
the level of the lowest rather than of 
the highest grade work. And this is 
one of the chief difficulties of Europe 
in catching step with the upwafd eco- 
nomic march of the United States. 


Explains American Prosperity. 


GENEVA, May 6 (®).—Henry M. Rob- 
inson, head of the American delegation, 
told the Economic Conference today 
that the American people were pro- 


foundly interested in the peace and 
prosperity of Europe and the rest of 
the world. 

The trend of discussion in the confer- 
ence thus far has shown that Europe 
seeks to adapt the successful Amer- 
ican industrial system to its own needs, 
and desires to raise the standards of 
living as in the United States; hence 
the American contribution to the dis- 
cussion created the liveliest interest. 

After explaining American progress 
in the rationalization of industry, in- 
cluding stabilization, standardization 
and simplification, Mr. Robinson said 
the principal: factor of American pros- 
perity was the high purchasing power 
of the individual citizen. This con- 
tributed largely to the well-being of 
the world generally through heavy 
purchases and investments abroad.

ORGAN SOLOS. ARE HEARD 


‘Aeolus Appeased, Written In Honor 
of Professor and Used in 1734 
at Coronation, Is on Program.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, May 6.—The 
audience that gathered tonight at the 
fifth concert of the twenty-seventh 
Cincinnati May’ Music Festival discov- 
ered for itself the wonders of J. 5. 
Bach when he composed in the smaller 
choral forms. Better ‘known to this 
audience is the Bach of the passion 
music and even the B minor mass. 
Therefore, and rather curiously, the 
announcement of an entire program 
devoted to the sacred and secular can- 


tatas attracted an audience of good 
dimensions like all those of:the pres- 
ent festival, but not- of the numbers 
that have ap on occasions for 
the works of the greatest dimensions. 
But it may be ‘said that a like pro- 
gram ata later May Festival will not 
have a similar fate. 

The audience was gratified appar: 
ently beyond its best expectations. 
Not only for musicians, but for: lay- 
men as well, the concert of this eve- 
ning may well rank as. the, crowning 
point of the festival. There is already 
the likelihood that a similar concert 
will be given at this festival two 
years hence. Such proceeding would 
be in the highest sense profitable and 
useful to the public. 

It should not be only in Bethichem 
that unfamiliar cantatas: of Bach are 
to be heard... These cantatas, as every 
student knows, are treasure, houses of 
inspiration. They offer the most 
varied and inspired treatments of texts 
sacred and secular. Some are pro- 
foundly religious and emotional; some, 
as certain performances of this eve- 
ning showed, are gay, light-hearted 
and full of the happiest conceits. 

The concert opened with organ solos, 
admirably delivered, by Lynwood Farn- 
ham, who played the choral prelude, 
“Jesu, Priceless Treasure,’’ and the C 
major toccata. Four of the cantatas 
that followed were sacred: -‘‘Let Peace 
Come Unto Thee,’’ for solo bass, chorus 
and a few accompanying instruments 
with organ; the recitative and aria 
from the familiar work. translated by 
the English words, ‘‘Weeping, Sigh- 
ing,”’ for solo soprano with instru- 
mental accompaniment; “O Light 
Everlasting,’’. for solo contralto, tenor 
and bass with choral and instrument 
accessories, and the superb. “‘Sleepers, 
Awake!’’ for solo soprano, tenor and 
bass, chorus, orchestra, cembalo and 
organ. After the intermission followed 
two secular cantatas, or excerpts from 
them in the lighter vein, first the 
recitative and aria of Diana from the 
hunting cantata “Was mir Behagt’’ in 
the German, which Bach composed in 
the Weimar days in honor of a hunting 
party of Duke Christian of Saxe Weis- 
senfels, and the cantata ‘Aeolus Ap- 
peased,”’ which Bach composed in. 1725 
in honor of one Professor Muller of 
Leipzig University, and later in 1734 
employed ‘with slightly altered text to 
celebrate the coronation of Augustus 
the Strong as: King of Poland, it being 
the simplest thing in the world to 
change the word~“‘Muller’ to ‘Au- 
gust.”” The subject of this cantata is 
nonsensically mythological. A festival 
is to be held by. Pallas and his friends 
on Mount Helican in honor of a learned 
man. Aeolus is appealed to to control 
the winds, of which he is the master, 
that no storm may disturb the festival. 
Aeolus is obdurate, threatening to re- 
lease the winds to. work their will, 
until Pallas mentions the name of 
Professor Muller, when the god is 
conciliated and all ends happily. 

Bach probably thought of an open- 
air performance.and employed a large 
orchestra. This. orchestra is ingen- 
iously descriptive’ in the opening 
chorus of the winds in their cavern. 
There is a humorous air for the raging 
Aeolus, a gentle and melodious aria 
for Zephyrus, a trio for Pallas, Po- 
mone and Zephyrus, a final recitative 
by Pallas and a rousing chorus of 
rejoicing and greeting to the _ highly 
esteeemd oe pe or August, as the 
case might be 

The audience found in this work one 
of many occasions that Bach has made 
in his compositions for laughter. 

The entire program was wisely ar- 
ranged and performed in uncommonly 
fine style. The sacred cantatas were 
fortunately contrasted. The humorous 
works came at the right time and 
place; they showed Bach not only in a 
lively and, as It were, conversant 
mood, but also as a master of orches- 
tral suggestion. 

The. festival, as the event’ proved, 
was especially fortunate in having 
Horace Stevens for the soloist in the 
first of the cantatas. He: sang with 
excellently sustained line, diction and 
treatment of phrase the long bass solo 
os is accompanied seraphically by 
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No 
the tender naiveté of dialogue be- 
tween -Christ and he vate 
repetition of the choral by the male 
voices alone, ‘with more magnificent 
counterpoint entwining about it in the 
orchestra, the.:second duet; and the 
masterly firmness,. condensation , and 
fulfillment of the utmost potencies of 
the choral’ when the work is concluded. 

It. must, be added ‘that. very much of 
the effect..of this concert proceeded 
from the conducting of Mr. Van der 
Stucken. He not only felt Bach in his 
great and dramatic utterances, but 
also his lyricism and the inner respira- 
tion of his music. This writer. has not 
often heard Bach treated as respect- 
fully, but with such warmth, spon- 
taneity and simple, enforced feeling; 
Bach performances have the element 
of religious ceremony, duty, dignity at 
all costs to the vitality of expression. 
Under Mr. "Van der Stuckeri’s hands, 
Bach ‘glowed and sang: and warmed 
the heart. The conductor had complete 
authority and.the ease, the sureness, 
the lightness of touch consequent upon 
the most thorough knowledge of his 
music, love of it and ais pare! over 
his forces.

Requires Announcement at 
Least Every 15 Minutes. 


EFFECTIVE NEXT WEDNESDAY

All broadcasting stations. must an- 
nounce their call letters and location 
at least once «every ‘fifteen minutes 


with General Order No. 8 issued by the 
Federal Radio Commission yesterday. | era 
The order ‘released ‘at the office of the 
New York Radio Supervisor follows: 

“For «the .purpose.of facilitating a 
more accurate check on station fre- 
quencies, both ‘by the Federal Radio 
Supervisors and by the public, each 
radio broadcasting, station licensed un- 
der the Radio-act. of 1927 is hereby 
directed to announce its call letters 
and location as frequently as may be 
practicable while it is broadcasting, 
and in any event. not less than once 
during each fifteen minutes of trans- 
mission. 

“It is. understood, however, that- this 
requirement is waived when such an- 
nouncement would interrupt a_ single 
consecutive speech or musical number, 
and in such’ cases the announcemegt 
of the call. letters and location shall 
be. made at the beginning and end of 
such numbers, 

‘This order becomes effective at 
12:01 A. M., Wednesday, May 11, 1927, 
and shall remain in force until further 
notice.”’ 

Acting Federal Radio Supervisor 
Henry L. Bogardus, in commenting on 
the new radio order, said: ‘This re- 
quirement: by the commission will ‘aid 
listeners in identifying the origin of 
programs to which they may _ be lis- 
tening. Furthermore, this new require- 
ment will facilitate the periodic check- 
ing of. wave lengths that radio super- 
visors are required to make to ascer- 
tain if stations’ are staying in the 
proper channels as assigned ‘by’ the 
Radio Commission.’’

Pots of paste, fudge, a well-meaning 
chimpanzee, five Hollywood lions, a 
leopard and a dog help Sydney Chap- 
lin to keep the ball of fun rolling in 
a film called “The Missing Link,” 
which was latirichéd last night at the 
Colony Theatre: “This comedy was 
preceded by a Vitaphone concert, the

The big chimpanzee, which 
was at first a source of terror to him, 
turns out to be quite a friend, especial- 
ly when Wells is called upon to rescue 
Beatrice Braden from the clutches of 
the man-made missing link. 

Some of the humor in this picture 
is not particularly edifying, and to 
start the appeal to the audience Mr. 
Chaplin resorts to a paste pot and 
then follows this by losing his trousers 
while a passenger aboard a steamship. 
In other scenes wherein the animals 
assist him Mr. Chaplin rather. over- 
works his ideas. He has far too much 
footage of the pursuit by the lions and 
a little too much of the fight with the 
clever chimpanzee. However, so long 
as this simian is the centre of the 
stage things are never dull as one is 
constantly amazed by the evident keen- 
ness with which the animal ap- 
proaches his attack on Chaplin.

ALL WQOLLEN AND STATE-WIDE. 

It was in 1908 that Tuomas Tac- 
GART, the boniface of French Lick 
and pontifex of Wabash Democracy, 
made the Indiana minority’s first 
modern move toward the White 
House. In that year at Denver Mr. 
BRYAN’s running mate, JoHN W. 
KERN, was selected from the Hoosier 
State, at the suggestion of Mr. Tac- 
GART. Indiana would be carried hy 
Mr. KERN, he said, and Ohio and 
Illinois would do no less than their 
neighbor. That Mr. KERN was un- 
known outside the rich regions 
which radiate from Kokomo; that 
his whiskers were derided by the 
capitalistic Republican press—these 
obstacles Mr. TAGGART hurdled in an 
easy oratorical stride. And even 
when the party’s champions were 
lost for several days after the vote- 
storm of November, Mr. TAGGART 
remarked that if Mr. Kern had not 
been on the ticket the defeat would 
have been worse. — 

By 1912 Mr. TAGGaRT had ad- 
vanced to the point of open Presi- 
dent-making. Instead, however, of 
bringing an unknown to Baltimore 
he had previously discovered THOMAS 
R. MARSHALL and elected him Goy- 
ernor; and in the four years ensuing 
Mr. MARSHALL had made a national 
reputation.

Confident that Mr. WooLLEN already 
had sufficient fame and equipment 
to attract the votes of millions, Mr. 
TAGGART nevertheless decided that 
service in the Senate would be worth 
while; so in 1926 he nominated Mr. 
WOOLLEN for a term just long 
enough to terminate in 1928. Again 
the fates were cruel; Mr. WOOLLEN 
was not elected. 

“That is the end of the Woollen 
schedule,” lightly and foolishly said 
those who do not know Mr. TAGGART. 
This week the Democratic State 
Committee of Indiana was assem- 
bled in Indianapolis and formally 
endorsed Mr. TAGGART’sS latest god- 
child for the Presidency, assuring 
him the Indiana delegation until 
death or another nominee should 
them part. Upon rising, the com- 
mittee added that any enterprise 
which would help eliminate the 
rivalry of Governor SMITH and Mr.

Mr. TAGGART thus again will come 
to a convention with the two things 
he most desires: a safe container for 
the entire Indiana delegation, so that 
it can be voted and shifted en bloc, 
and a Hoosier candidate for Presi- 
dent.

SENATOR BORAH AND BRIAND. 


Having. expressed wonder that 
Senator Borau had not been moved 
to comment on the offer of the 
French Foreign Minister to sign an 
agreement with the United States 
outlawing war, we are bound to 
note with pleasure the letter which 
the Senator has just written stating 
that he is “very rouch interested” 
in the proposal. He could not fail 
to be after the positions which he 
has repeatedly taken in public. What 
Mr. BORAH now desires is that the 
plan be reduced. to the form of a} 
treaty between France and the 
United States. This lies implicit in 
the plan itself. Such an agreement 
as M. BRIAND spoke of could be 
embodied only in the form of a 
treaty. This, without. condemning 
war in general, or undertaking to 
put it beyond the pale of law for 
all nations, would stipulate that as 
between the French Republic and 
our own war should never be re- 
sorted to, no matter what the con- 
troversy, nor how acute and seem- 
ingly vital it might be. Senator 
BorAu is quite right in thinking 
that the only way in which to make 
the idea effective is to give it the 
sanction of a treaty. The drafting 
of such a document may come 
earlier than Mr. BORAH seems to 
think probable. 

Writing to Tue Times the other 
day, the President of the Catholic 
University in Washington, while 
heartily approving the Briand sug- 
gestion, expressed the fear that 
those favoring it were only a few 
voices crying in the wilderness. But 
since then evidence has been accu- 
mulating of a gratifying public in- 
terest in the matter. Many letters 
of endorsement have come to this 
office from widely scattered regions 
of the country. Of these we have 
been as yet able to print only a 
few. But they are enough to show 
that President BUTLER’s appeal for 
greater attention to this too much 
neglected advance of the French 
Government was not written in vain. 
It has elicited wide and favorable 
opinion in the press of all parts of 
the country... Now we have reason 
to believe that Senator Boran will 
give his powerful advocacy to the 
project. It is not. so sweeping or 
ambitious as some plans that have 
been brought forward for the out- 
lawry of war by universal consent 
of the nations, but it is a step that 
might be taken early, that is en- 
tirely feasible and that would be 
certain to be followed by other sim-

versal—the General Strike is gen- 


eral nonsense, not because it is il- 
| legal but because it, is ineffective. 
| But it is precisely,the danger of the 
| bill that it threatens to cut down’ 
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to serve notice on British — that 
when it embarks on a general strike 
it is headed for civil war. But the 
better. wey—and ‘apparently the 
traditional British way—would be. 
to recognize that British Labor has 
learned its lesson; and that the Gen- 
eral Strike is.a broken weapon un- 
less the Government revives con- 
fidence in it by the very fact of 
legislating against it. To declare 
the General Strike illegal will not 
stop the extremist leaders who arc 
bent upon upheaval?’ Such a law 
could be applied only to the mod- 
erate leaders who last year went 
along with the stampeded rank and 
file in order to bring it back to 
common sense, as they succeeded 
in doing. To have clapped into jail 
RAMSAY MACDONALD, J. H. THOMAS, 
ARTHUR HENDERSON and PHILIP 
SNOWDEN would have meant giving 
a free hand to the wild men. 

This fear of playing into the 
hands of the extremists is enter- 
tained by men outside of the Labor 
movement who are far from blind 
to its faults. Dr. ARTHUR SHAD- 
WELL has stressed the abuses aris- 
ing from, Red ascendency in the 
trade unions, but He is nevertheless 
of the opinion that the provision of 
the bill which would prohibit the 
automatic use of union funds for 
political purposes is “futile.” The 
provision making unions responsible 
for civil damages in the course of a 
Strike would be “fatal.” The men- 
ace to British institutions does: not 
come from political Labor, but from 
Labor in the unions. When the 
unions have shown a tendency to get 
out of hand the Parliamentary La- 
bor Party has stood firmer for mod- 
eration. 

Such considerations will come into 
play during the detailed discussion 
of the bill. Already the Baldwin 
Government has indicated its will- 
ingness to soften some of the provi- 
sions of the bill by outlawing lock- 
outs as well as striires and by per- 
mitting genuine sympathetic strikes.

CAMDEN BRIDGE TRAFFIC. 


The success of the Camden bridge 
for motor vehicles has already been 
So great that advocates of bridges in 
New York and the suburban district 
will be encouraged. The cost of the 
New: York-New J ersey vehicular 
tunnel will be about $46,000,000, 
while $60,000,000 will be required to 
build the Hudson River bridge. While 
no one can say that the tunnel will 
not pay its way, the bridge when 
opened in 1932 should be exceeding- 
ly popular, judging from the re- 
munerative service of the Delaware 
bridge between Philadelphia and 
Camden. Financial experts calcu- 
lated that the debt incurred could be 
retired in twenty years if a toll of 
25 cents were charged for automo- 
biles and 50 cents for largé trucks., 
In the first thirty days after the 
opening on July 1, 1926, tolls col- 
lected amounted to $225,507. The 
traffic for the first year would not 
exceed 6,000,000 motor vehicles, it 


was believed. In ten months the|. 


count was 6,292,653. Two ferries 
between Camden and Philadelphia 
went out of business. Early in De- 
cember the “million-dollar mark” 
was passed. After deducting oper- 
ating costs, $876,226 was left to di- 
vide among Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey and the City of Philadelphia. 
The prophets now say that Camden 
bridge will pay for itself in less than 
ten years. 

A new Camden bridge is proposed. 
There can be no doubt it will soon 
be needed. Ferries used to carry 
enormous loads of cars and trucks 
every day. The congestion was so 
great at terminals that motorists 
who preferred more elbow - room 
used to drive. thirty miles to 
Trenton to get to their homes in 
Philadelphia, making a detour of 
sixty miles. Now the great tide of 
traffic rolls smoothly over the new 
bridge. Its capacity is estimated 
to be 6,000 motor vehicles an hour. 
In January 2,600 buses were passing 
over. every day. Starting from Phil- 
adelphia, they served Southern New 
Jersey as far out as Atlantic City. 
As one result, the price of real es- 
tate advanced rapidly. Lots in all 
the seashore resorts are held high. 
Cape May is coming to life again 
with a City Manager. Its old repute 
as a Summer town will probably be 
restored. At any rate, it will owe 
a large part of its prosperity ‘to the 
motor bus. In Philadelphia no doubt 
is entertained that in ten years the 
Camden bridge will accommodate

For such the remedy would 
appear to lie in putting more effort 
into making them attractive to the 
eye and harmonizing them with their 
setting. What travelers and resi- 
dents rightly object to is the un- 
sightliness of so many of the large 
signs, and the manner in which they 
are forced upon the eye at places 
possessing unusual natural charm or 
some special view or vista. 

The advertisers themselves can do 
most to remove the objections of 
those who are opposed to all bill- 
boards. If, when organizations or 
individuals approach them complain- 
ing about certain signs, they will 
consider the objections carefully and 
make earnest efforts to render the 
billboards unobjectionable, they will 
meet with less. opposition from 
the public. Fortunately, the policy 
of many of the large companies is 
now to study this matter carefully 
and to avoid placing advertisements 
where they offend. The trouble 
comes when several advertisers in a 
given locality refuse to cooperate, 
each fearing that if he withdraws 
his sign his competitors will not do 
likewise. 

Kansas City has — done 
much by example to stimulate the 
interest of other cities west of the 
Mississippi in civic beauty and im- 
provement. Its boulevard system is 
one of the finest in the country. Its 
residential quarter is unsurpassed. 
If it takes the lead in the war 
against billboards, the campaign 
will be given a fresh impetus and 
may even gain sufficient force to 
induce some of the States which 
heretofore have been indifferent to 
this abuse to take more active steps 
to check it.

This 
procedure was found to be necessary 
owing to the fact that the average 
purchasers, scattered all over the face 


| of the globe, did not show an avid in- 


terest in either developing trade or 
paying debts. They had to be taught, 
and Great Britain undertook the job 
of teaching, and did it most effectively. 
A further fact which appears is that 
monetary conditions had to be taken 
into consideration. The Bank of Eng- 
land, while an institution separate from 
the British Government, is associated 
with the great English banking houses, 
and is, in effect, a great clearing house 
for commercial transactions taking 
place all over the world, and the 
clearance of the money transactions 
which were originated and carried out 
along the method stated has always 
been backed by the British “Govern- 
ment. It was impossible to do business 
otherwise, as unless the rate of ex- 
change is fixed by a representative in- 
terest business cannot be carried on. 
What is true of the methods ‘em- 
ployed by Great Britain in fostering 
and developing trade is equally true of 


those of France, Germany and Italy.

ALTERED MODERN WARFARE 


Developed Smokeless Powder and 
Maximite, Yet Hated Strife—He 
Wrote on Variety of Topics. 


Special to The New York Times. 

LAKE HOPATCONG, N. J., May 6.— 
Hudson Maxim, invéntor, scientist, au- 
thor and explosive expert, died at 5:45 
this afternoon at his home, Maxim 
Park, Lake Shore Boulevard, Hopat- 
cong Borough, after being in a coma 
for more than twenty-four hours. He 
was 74 years old last Feb. 3. The 
cause of death was anemia and ulcers 
of the stomach, from which the in- 
ventor had been. suffering for several 
months. Hig illness reached a critical 
turn on Tuesday, and since that time 
he had sunk rapidly. 

‘Until last January Mr. Maxim, de- 
spite his advanced years, had been in 
exceptionally good health. Early this 
year he and Mrs. Maxim made an au- 
tomobile trip to California and he was 
stricken while on the coast. The trip 


was abandoned and he was brought 
home by train, arriving at his estate 
on his seventy-fourth birthday anni- 
versary. 

He toqk to bed and several phy- 
sicians were called in. Three weeks 
later he was again up and around, 
and took several autedapbile rides. Al- 
though he did not completely recover 
he was able to attend to his affairs, 
and continued fairly active until ten 
days ago, when he was again com- 
pelled to go to bed. 

herp Dr. Harry H. Neldon of 
Stanhope, N. J., his family physician, 
called in consultation Dr D. H. 
Lathrop and Dr. William Sharp of 
Morristown, N. J., and the three phy- 
sicians were in attendance when the 
inventor died. 

Mrs. Lillian Maxim, his wife, was 
also at his bedside and also his secre- 
tary and nurse.

Invented Smokeless Powder. 


For several decades the name of 
Maxim has been associated with mod- 
ern armament. Mr. Maxim was the 
inventor of smokeless powder, which 


was a vital factor in reyolutionizing 
modern warfare; his brother, Sir 
Hiram Maxim, invented the Maxim 
Machine gun, which until the develop- 
ment of other machine guns during the 
World War was the standard rapid- 
fire wea of the armies of most of 
the world; and his nephew, Hiram 
Percy Maxim of Hartford, Conn., in- 
vented the Maxim silencer, a device for 
muffling the report of rifles of bie iif 

Although the greater part of life 
was devoted to research and the inven- 
tion of death dealing — ————— Mr. 
Maxim was a lifélong hater of war, 
but by no means a pacifist. He was 
an advocate of arbitration. 

He was strongly opposed to prohibi- 
tion, and last Fall in a letter to THe 

YorK Times he expressed his 
views on this subject as follows: 

“I realize the fact that prohibition 
has made a mere scrap of paper of our 
Constitution, and persona! liberty has 
become a byword and laughing stock. 
instead of being prized and loved and 
réspected as our most precious inheri- 
tance from the fathers of our country.” 


Changed Modern Warfare. 
Two of Maxim's discoverics radically 
changed modern warfare, They were 
the first smokeless powder made in 


America, the first to be submitted to 
ani adopted by the United States Gov-

than a minute. He attracted so much 
attention as a wrestler that a New 
York promoter induced him to engage 
in several professional bouts at a re- 
sort in Houston Street, where he threw 
several well known wrestlers, includ- 
ing Matt Grace, then collar-and-elbow 
champion of the United States. The 
future scientist could have been a pro- 
fessional wrestler from that moment, 
but this glimpse of the life did not 
attract him. 


Many Hairbreadth Escapes. 


In his experiments with dynamite, 
nitroglycerine, guncotton. and other 
explosives he had many hairbreadth 
escapes, yet he never seemed to fear 
the dangerous substances with which 
he was associated for so Many years. 
He had seen assistants blown into 
atoms on various occasions and build- 
ings had been shattered over his head. 
Great pieces of metal had been blown 
into the walls around him time and 
time again, yet he never relaxed in his 
efforts to increase the power of ex- 
plosives. 

His own sacrifice to science was his 
left hand, which was blown off in an 
experiment with maximite. For thirty 
years he wore a rubber hand, replacing 
it with a steel one in 1926. 

During his later years Mr. Maxim 
was a consulting engineer and research 
expert with the E. I. du Pont de 
Nemours Company of Wilmington, 
Del., the concern that bought his 


original smokeless powder patents. He 
also gave part of his time to experi- 
ments with torpedoes for the E. W. 
Bliss Company of New York, munition 
manufacturers. 


Zest for Life in Declining Years. 


Hudson Maxim had a lively interest 
in a great variety of things, his zest 
for life showing little diminution with 
the years. He wrote many newspaper 
articles on current topics and often 
spoke at dinners. He regarded the 
radio as a great force for peace 
through the eventual establishment of 
a single language. In 1922 he played 
the réle of Father Neptune in the At- 
lantic City pageant, but declined the 
honor for the next year, saying that, 
although he had been able to stand 
the odors of his laboratory, the per- 
fumes of the modern girl were too 
much for him. _. 

Mr. Maxim wrote “The Science of 
Poetry and the Philosophy of Lan- 
guage,"’ and ‘‘Defenseless America,” a 


denunciation of pacifism. He invented 
an elaborate game, somewhat

United States Appeals Court 
Members Hold Memorial 
Service in His Room. 


HUGHES LAUDS HIS CAREER 


Judge Manton, Who Succeeds Him, 
Praises His Decisions, Learning 
and Long Service. 


Judges. of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals and other leading 
members of the bench and bar gath- 
ered yesterday morning in the Federal! 
Building to pay tribute to the memory 
of Charies M. Hough, late presiding 
Judge of the Second Circuit, who died 
three weeks ago. 

The exercises took place in Room 434, 
where Judge Hough had sat for many 
years. On the bench were Circuit 


Judges Learned Hand, Thomas W. 
Swan and Martin T. Manton, who suc- 
ceeded Judge Hough as presiding 
Judge. The ers were Judge Man- 
ton, Charles ans Hughes, Drury W. 
Cooper and Charles C. Burlingham. 

Among others who attended were 
Augustus N. Hand, senior Judge of the 
District Court bench of the Southern 
District; Judge Robert Inch, of the 
Eastern District Federal court; Judge 
Edwin C. Thomas of the District Court 
of Connecticut and Chief Justice Ed- 
ward K. Campbell of the United States 
Court of Claims. The room was 
packed with — ig py friends of the 
late Judge and former associates in 
the Federal Building. 

Mr. Hughes, former Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court, opened 
the series of eulogies with brief refer- 
ence to Judge Hough's career as an 
admiralty lawyer and a man who had 
achieved distinction in all branches of 
the law. He paid tribute to the clarity 
and wisdom of his decisions while on 
the bench of the Court of Appeals and 
declared that that bench lost ‘‘one 
of its greatest’ in his death. 

‘For the fourth time within less than 
two years the summons to God’s judg- 
ment by the hand of death has touched 
former members and members of this 
court,” said Judge Manton. “Judge 
Noyes, Judge Mayer, Judge Rogers and 
now Judge Hough have been sum- 
moned. e have gathered in this tri- 
bunal of justice to do honor to the 
memory of the last. 

“We may not come here and dismiss, 
in a few su paragraphs, the 
character of one who has filled such 
a place in the judicial life of this cir- 
cuit—one who holds such a place in our 
hearts. It would be a disrespectful 
familiarity to a man of his lofty spirit, 
his great soul, his rich endowments, 
his long and honorable life, to endeavor 
thus to weigh and estimate them—a 
few short minutes of words for twenty- 
one years of great decisions in the ad- 
ministration of justice in a high place.”’ 

Judge Manton then outlined his pred- 
ecessor’s career. He referred to his 
extraordinary style of writing and 
called him “a citizen with the vision of 
a prophet.’

AUTHORITY ON RARE BOOKS 


Praised by President Hibben When 
Princeton Honored Him—Was 
Long in Wall St. Firm. 


William Augustus ‘White, retired 
merchant, a leading citizen of Brook- 
lyn and a trustee of the Brooklyn 
Polytechnic Institute and the Brook- 
lyn Public Library, died yesterday 
afternoon of heart disease at his home, 


158 Columbia Heights, after an ill- 
ness of six months. He was born 
eighty-three years ago in Brooklyn and 
had always made his home there. He 
was a son of the late Alexander Moss 
and Elizabeth Tredway White. Only 
members of the family will attend the 
= services at the house on Mon- 
ay. 

For many years Mr. White had been 
the senior member of W. A. & A. M. 
White, 14 Wall Street, which was es- 
tablished by his father and uncle in 
1887. Since the early "90s he was 
actively interested in the Washington 
Water Power Company of Spokane, 
of which he had been Vice President 
and Chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee. He was associated in business 
with his brother, the late Alfred T. 
White of Brooklyn, who was drowned 
six years ago while ice-skating on 
Forest Lake, near Arden, N. Y 

Mr. White was an authority on rare 
books and had formed a notable coi- 
lection, particularly rich in the works 
of Shakespeare and other dramatists 
and poets of the Elizabethan period 
and of William Blake, in addition to 
fine examples of Blake’s paintings and 
drawings. He collaborated with the 
librarian of the University of Liverpool 
in publishing an edition of Blake’s 
poetry. 

After. four years at the Brooklyn 
Polytechnic Institute Mr. White went 
to Harvard, where he was graduated 
in 1863. Princeton University awarded 
him last year the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Letters. President Hibben 
referred to the “‘generosity, rare among 
collectors,”’ with which he “opens his 
treasures with a liberal hand to the 
use of scholars, old and young,”’ and 
concluded with the words: ‘Learned 
from his own studies, a contributor to 
learning by his zealous accumulation 
of the implements of research, he had 
helped to spread about that culture of 
the mind and taste without which even 
our vast wealth and power will be but 
vanity and vexation of spirit.’’ 

Mr. White was a member of the Har- 
vard, University and Grolier clubs, the 
Century Association and the Hamilton 
Club of Brooklyn. For the last fifty 
years he had spent his Summers at Bt. 
Hubert’s in the Adirondacks.

WAS KING’S COUNSELOR 


First American to Hold Position 
in London Was Also United 
States Dispatch Agent.

LONDON, May 6.—Robert Newton 
Crane, K. C., died today at his Hamp- 


stead residence at the age of 79. Mr. 
Crane was an American who ably rép- 
resented his Government in various 
official capacities in London, where he 
was a notable figure in the American 
colony. 

He was the first American to be 
made one of his majesty’s counsel. 
He was appointed United States Con- 
sul at. Manchester in 1874, serving 
until 1880, and was called to the bar of 
Middle Temple in 1894 and elected 
bencher of his inn in 1919. His pro- 
fessional life was largely devoted to 
advising on questions. of. American 
law. He was for many years in close 
personal touch with the various Amer- 
ican Ambassadors and Consuls-Gen- 
eral who held office from the early 
nineties. 

From 1904 until his death he was 
United States Government Dispatch 
Agent in London. He was a founder 
of the American esenge I of — ot 
the Columbia Lodge of Freemasons, 
and held the rank of Grand Deacon. 
He was once managing editor of the 
St. Louis Globe Democrat. 


A native of Long Branch, N. J., Mr. 
Crane was a — age rm age man in his 
earlier years and Richard Wat- 
son Gilder founded the Newark Morn- 
ing Register in 1869. Among the im- 
portant cases in which he represented 
the United States Government were 
the South African Deportation Claims 
and the Samoan Arbitration Award.

Commission Like That of Port Is 
Offered as Means of Handling 
Bond Issue. 


Endorsement of the $25,000,000 Tri- 
borough Bridge project, as proposed by 
Commissioner Albert Goldman of the 
Department of Plant and Structures, 
Was given yesterday, after a long con- 
ference in the City Hall, by the Divi- 
sion on Bridges. of the Subcommittee 
on Highways and Bridges of the May- 
or’'s Committee on Plan and Survey. 

Approval of the plan, which con- 
templates the linking of Manhattan, 
the Bronx and Queens, was recorded 
by the unanimous adoption of a reso- 
lution which read: 

**Resolved, that the plan for the Tri- 
borough Bridge, as presented by the 
Department of Plant and Structures 
of the City of New York, be approved.’’ 


Committees to Pass on Pian. 


It was explained that the resolution 
will now be presented for approval 
to the Executive Committee of the 
City Congmittee on Plan and Survey 
and thence will go to the main com- 
mittee of 500 members, which is under 
the chairmanship of former Justice 
Morgan J. O’Brien. If approved, the 
main committee will submit its con- 
@lusions to the Board of Hst.mate. 

The indorsement of the project by the 

Subsidiary body was given after a long 
conference and sttidy of the plans sub- 
mitted by Commissioner Goldman. 
Among those who took an active part 
in the discussion were former Justice 
O’Brien, who represented the main 
Committee on Plan and Survey; Com- 
missioner Goldman, James J. Higgins, 
who recently succeeded Police Com- 
missioner J. A. Warren as Commis- 
sioner of Accounts and. as Secretary 
of the Mayor’s Committee on Plan 
and Survey; Charles Garrison Meyer 
of Bayside, L. L, Chairman of the Di- 
vision on Bridges; John M. Haffen, 
President of the Bronx Board of 
Trade; Louis F. Haffen, Consulting 
Engineer of the Borough President of 
the Bronx; Edward V. Koch, President 
of the Harlem Board of Commerce; 
Benjamin Marvin, former Commis- 
sioner of Public Works..of Queens; 
Charles E. Reid, 
Bronx Board of Trade; ‘ 
Byrne, Chief Engineer of the Depart- 
ment of Plant sad Structures, and 
Charles J. O’Brien. 

It was learned that various methods 
of financing the Triborough Bridge 
were discussed, but it was decided that 
the Board of Estimate should de- 
termine the financial policy to be 
adopted. 

The Board of Estimate has set May 
19 as the date for the public hearing 
on the bridge plan. Borough Presi- 
dent Maurice E. Connolly of Queens 
indicated when the hearing day was 
get that he would oppose the bridge 
or if-it took precedence over plans 
or a vehicular tunnel at a point 
further down the East River, linking 
Manhattan and Queens. 


Bridge Authority Is Proposed. 


Among the suggestions for financing 
the enterprise was one for the setting 
up of a municipal Bridge and Tunnel 
Authority, patterned after the Port of 
New York Authority, whereby such 
projects might be financed by private 
Capital through the sale of bonds, 
which would be retired alternately 
from a sinking fund created ty toll 
charges. This plan, which was origi- 
nally suggested by Aldermanic Presi- 
dent McKee, seemed to find favor with 
Mayor Walker. 

The proposed bridge is designed as a 
8*Y’’-shaped structure with spurs run- 
ning from about 125th Street, Manhat-

BANTON HAILS CONVICTION 





Terms in Penitentiary Given Two 
Receivers of Jewels Stolen From 
James T. Lee’s Home. 





William Feuer, 37 years old, and his 
brother, Leo, 26, of 107 Clinton Street, 
were arraigned for sentence yesterday 
before Judge Allien in General Ses- 
sions as fences for fur burglars. They 
were convicted last week. The Court 
adjourned the proceeding for two 
weeks to enable Assistant District At- 
torney Finnegan to present proof that 
William was a fourth offender. 


A jury will have to be drawn under 
the Baumes law for this purpose, and 
if it is shown that William Feuer 
served three previous terms for fel- 
onies Judge Allen will have to sen- 
tence him to prison for life, the first 
such punishment for a receiver of 
stolen goods. 

The Feuers were convicted of having 
received part of $25,000 worth of furs, 
stolen from Green Brothers, furriers, 
at 135 West Twenty-sixth Street, on 
March 22 last. The police traced the 
loot to theis fur shop at 33 Avenue C. 
They found also, they said, other furs 
which had been stolen from the Stan- 
ley Fur Company, 123 West Twenty- 
eighth Street, and ninety-six ermine 
sking stolen from D. R. Paskey, 39 
West Thirty-second Street. 

Subsequently the police raided the 
establishment of Benjamin Gangel 
and Joseph Rothenberg at 43 West 
Twenty-seventh Street, in which, they 
said, more loot from the Green Broth- 
ers’ robbery was found, in addition 
to fur stolen from. other stores. Still 
other furs taken from Green Brothers 
were found in the W. & W. Fur Com- 
pany, 147 West Twenty-eighth Street, 
according to the police, who arrested 
William Weiss, owner of the store. 

Commenting on the conviction of the 
Feuers, District Attorney Banton said | 
it “should go a long way toward clean- 
ing up a most deplorable condition in 
the fur trade in this city.’ 

“The amount of money involved in 
fur burglaries every year is stupen- 
dous,”’ he continued. “‘Many little fur 
shops are opened solely to cover and 
encourage burglaries. 

“Criminal receivers open these shops 
and get thieves to prey on legitimate 
merchants. The receivers are thus en- 
abled.to get large quantities of valu- 
able furs, which they dispose of in 
the trade at figures far below the pre- 
vailing market rates. The conviction 
of a criminal receiver is- always of 
the utmost importance. Were it not 
for the receivers we would not have 
so many thieves.” 

Ernest Belmont and David Jacobs, 
alias “‘English Jacobs’’ who also were 
convicted last week of a similar of- 
fense, were sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary yesterday for terms not to ex- 
ceed three years by Judge Mulqueen 
in General Sessions. They had in their 
possession several weeks ago some of 
the jewelry worth $8,000 taken from 
the home of James T. Lee, a lawyer, 
of Southampton, L. I., last year. 

The evidence nst them was ob- 
tained by detectives of the National 
Jewelers’ Crime Committee, of which 
former Aapistant District Attorney 
Richard C. Murphy is the head. These 
detectives had visited the men in the 
office maintained by them at.12 John 
Street and, while pretending: to pur- 
chase some pearls, discovered a watch, 
vanity case and signet ring. which 
were part of the jewels stolen from 
Mr. Lee.

\LABOR TOANTENSIFY 


WAR ON STRIKE BILL 


Twenty Big Rallies. Called. For 
Next Week in. .Industrial 
Centres of Britain. 


CHURCHILL WARNS - PARTY 


Fight to Last Rest of Our Lives; 
He Tells Conservatives—Two 
Amendments in Pending Act.

LONDON, May 6.—Although the Gov- 
ernment’s bill regulating trade unions 
and making general strikes illegal re- 
ceived its second reading in the House 
of Commons last night, it is apparent 
that the real battle over the measure 
has only just begun. 

Great labor demonstrations against 
what is called “the Blacklegs’ Char- 


ter’? are to be held this week-end at 
more than twenty big industrial cen- 
tres. Audiences at these gatherings 
will be asked to swear a solemn cove- 
nant that, recalling the sufferings of 
the pioneers 6f trade unionism, they 
will pledge themselves to safeguard 
the heritage won, and to hand it on, 
not diminished but augmented, to 
those who come hereafter. 

On the other hand, Winston Church- 
ill, with the blessing of Premier Bald- 
win, told a Conservative gathering of 
10,000 persons in London tonight that 
British freedom was threatened by a 
new danger, and that a struggle had 
been joined “tin which in one form or 
another we shall occupy probably the 
remainder of our lives.”’ 


Sees Challenge to State. 


“A rival power is seen to be seeking 
to establish itself within the nation,”’ 
he said, “a power which challenges 
our democratic institutions, which is 
organizing itself to coerce Govern- 
ments and Parliaments by other than 


constitutional processes; a power 
which demands a different set of loy- 
alties from those which are due to the 
State; which has its own diplomacy 
and foreign policy; which has com- 
municated with foreign peoples 
through its own channels and by its 
own agents. 

“It is a power setting itself up as a 
judge on all great issues of peace and 
war, and claiming even to have civil 
servants specially affiliated so that at 
some critical moment the action of the 
lawful Government may be paralyzed 
and the State subverted. This amaz- 
ing process has gone far enough.’’ 


Two Amendments to Bill. 


A Government amendment to the 
Trade Union bill, issued today, brought 
lockouts as well as strikes within the 
scope of the bill, as promised by Gov- 
ernment speakers during the debate, 
which ended last night. Another 
amendment cleared up ambiguity as 
regards ‘“‘class” strikes, made illegal 
by the main clause of the bill. 

The clause as amended reads: 

“It is hereby declared that any 
strike is illegal if it has any object 
besides the furtherance of a trade dis- 
pute within the trade or industry in 
which the strikers are engaged, and 
if the strike is designed or calculated 
to coerce the Government either 
directly or by inflicting hardship upon 
the community.” , 

The House of Commons rejected to- 
day for a third time the Socialist plan 
for a cure for unemployment. The vote 
was 177 to 112. 

The Socialists proposed to establish 
a development board of Cabinet Min- 
isters, endowing it with £10,000,000 an- 
nually to be spent on public works 
where the unemployed could find jobs. 
While proponents of ‘the bill did not 
claim it was a cure-all, they said it 
was justified by the changing charac-

IN TACTICAL TEST 


Generals Haskell and Marshall 
Tell of Colonel’s Reaction to 
Pine Camp Problem, 


CITE ALLEGED INEFFICIENCY 





Officer Is Said to Have Slept in 
School and Had a Fist Fight 
—He Also Testifies. 


The Board of National Guard offi- 
cers which is trying to determine the 
professional and temperamental fit- 
ness of Colonel Frank H. Hines to lead 
the 105th Field Artillery, was occupied 
with his reactions to a tactical prob- 
lem given: to him last Summer by 
Major Gen. William N. Haskell during 
the better part of last evening’s ses- 
sion of the case. 

General Haskell, head of the National 
Guard of the State, was the first wit- 
ness. On the stand he related that he 
had given a problem to the Colonel 
during the Summer encampment at 
Pine Camp. The Cdlonel did not solve 
it, he said, and that fact in conjunc- 
tion with several other events and ef- 
ficiency reports from other persons had 
led him to ask the Adjutant General to 
call the board together. Brig. Gen. 
Robert W. Marshall, another witness, 
bore out General Haskell’s contention, 
remarking that Coloned Hines ‘‘did 
nothing for thirty-five minutes,. and 
then the time limit was over.’’ 

On the other hand, Colonel Hines, 
when recalled to the stand, testified 
that he had received the problem— 
which had to do with the protection 
of a nebulous infantry column—had 
called two Majors commanding the two 
battalions and had issued their orders. 
The result, he said, was that one of 
the battalions had been able to go into 
action and the problem had been part- 
ly, if not completely, solved. Major 
Clarence Higginson and Major James 
H. McSweeney, the two battalion com- 
manders referred.to, bore out his testi- 
mony. 

General Haskell also testified that 
when he had received the adverse ef- 
ficiency report concerning Colonel 
Hines he had called the latter to his 
office and advised him “to separate 
himself from the organization.’’ As 
he had not done so, General Haskell 
said it had been his duty to ask that 
the board be convened. 

Other incidents of alleged inefficiency 
of Colonel Hines of which he told in- 
cluded a report that the Colonel had 
slept in training school, an allega- 
tion of a fist fight with a civilian and 
a report that he passed officers who 
should not have been passed in exami- 
nations.

COL, REEVES 10.QUIT: 
DRY JOB THANKLESS’ 


New Jersey Chief Awaits Lull 
Before Resigning and Insists 
He Is Not Under Fire. 


REGIME A STORM CENTRE 


But Defends Raids Which Brought 
Adverse Comment—Criticize the 
Law, Not Men, He Advises. 


Colonel Ira L. Reeves, Federal Pro- 
hibition Administrator for New Jer- 
sey since last September, announced 
yesterday that he would resign as soon 
as the affairs of his office were ‘“‘in 
good shape.’’ Characterizing his po- 
sition as a “hard and thankless one,”’ 
he said: 

“I've got to go. I’ve got to get into 
something with a future.’ 

Colonel Reeves will re-enter private 
life as head of the Reeves Engineer- 
ing Corporaticn, at 292 Chestnut 
Street, Newark. He said he would 
have resigned some tim ago but did 
not want to give the impression that 


he had quit under fire. His resigna- 
tion, he added, had been handed in 
written form to Zrig. Gen. Lincoln 
C. Andrews, Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury, in Washington on Thurs- 
day, but General .ndrews had re- 
fused to accept it. 

“T have been waiting for a lull in 
the work in order to get out,’ Colonel 
Reeves said yesterday, adding that 
this may be several months away. ‘I 
will not resign under pressure or the 
semblance of pressure, but I may say 
there has never been even the slight- 
est intimation of pressure being 
brought against me. 

“T have had two conferences with 
General Andrews since I have been 
in office. One was three months ago 
in Washington, when I told him my 
financial structure was weak and 
might embarrass the administration. 
He told me my private affairs would 
have no bearing on my position. Noth- 
ing was done. Yesterday in Washing- 
ton I had a three-hour conference with 
General Andrews and tendered my 
resignation, which he refused to ac- 
cept. I want to resign and shall do 
so, but it must be at the right time 
and my work must be in good shape. 


Criticize Law, Not Men, He Advises. 


‘‘My office and I have been criticized 
by the press in recent raids when we 
captured liquor smuggled into this 
country. I believe the newspapers in 
general are wet, and I don’t quarrel 
with them for that. Their criticism, 
however, should be leveled at the law, 


and not at individuals. 

‘‘Those raids in which customs war- 
rants were used to go through private 
homes were instigated by customs offi- 
cials from New York. They asked the 
aid of my forces, which I willingly 
gave them. I would do it again. 

“On every one of these raids, involv- 
ing the liquor landed from the rum- 
runner Kilmarnock, the information 
was obtained by customs men. My 
men and I joined forces with them. 
Neither my agents nor I knew where 
we were going on any occasion when 
we started out with the customs men.” 

Colonel Reeves admitted, however, 
that he had taken the initiative in the 
recent raid on the home of J. Bayard 
Kirkpatrick at West Caldwell, N. J. 
Customs ‘men are said to have figured 
in this. Colonel Reeves later was or- 
dered to return $50,000 worth of liquor 
seized in that raid. 

Further trouble for Colonel Reeves 
followed raids on homes in Sayreville, 
New Brunwick, Old Bridge and South 
River, N. J., on warrants based on 
customs authority and information. In 
all these cases the complaints were 
dismissed by Federal te ax Relistab. 

“No matter how hard a man works 
in this office,” said Colonel Reeves, 
“he will get no dividends in public 
gratitude.”’

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Governors 
Smith of New York and Ritchie of 
Maryland .were the objects of sharp 
attacks at the conference of the Na- 
tional Woman’s Democratic Law En- 
forcement League today. 

Mrs. Jesse W. Nicholson ef Chevy 
Chase, Md., the presiding officer; Mrs. 
Mary T. Bang, Honorary President of 
the Tennessee Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union; Mrs. Edward T. 
Smith of St. Louis, Mrs. John Clay 
Brook, Honorary President of the 


Texas Women’s Democratic Associa- 
tion, and State Senator Belle Kearney 
of Mississippi, a prohibition lecturer, 
declared the two Governors as unfit 
to be Presidential candidates in 1928 
because of their attitude toward pro- 
hibition. 

‘‘American-born lawbreakers’’ and 
‘nullificationists’”” were among the 
phrases used in the attack on the 
Governors. Nicholas Murray Butler, a 
Republican, also was picked upon by 
Senator Kearney, who declared that 
Dr. Butler should be ousted from the 
Presidency of Columbia University. 

Senator Kearney asserted that ‘‘no 
nullificationist’’ would ever be nomi- 
nated. 

“Shall the law-abiding men and wo- 
men of this eee. Soa, themselves 
to be insulted by ving a nullifica- 
tionist nominated for President of the 
United States?’ she declared. ‘Such 
a nominee would never have a chance 
of election.’’ 


Would Disqualify Governor Ritchie. 


She attacked Governor Ritchie for 
his advocacy of the Canadian regula- 
tion law, in citing his disqualifications 
as a candidate from the point of view 
of women prohibitionists. 

Mrs. Nicholson began the assault on 
Governor Smith when she declared: 

“The country demands certain quali- 
fications and standards for its Presi-

SIX NEW CLUBS ADMITTED 


Resolutions Adopted on Teachers’ 
Pay, Traffic, Civil Service, 
Playgrounds and Courts. 


At the seventy-third .convention . of 
the New York City. Federation of Wo- 
men’s Clubs at the Hotel Astor yes- 
terday all but one of the resolutions 
submitted were adopted after brief 
discussions. The brevity of the dis- 
cussions was in a measure due to a 
miniature traffic :control; tower, with 
a red light to indicate that the speaker 
had exceeded the allotted time. 

Mrs. Harry Harvey Thomas, Presi- 
dent of the federation, presided. » Sit- 


ting directly across from her in the 
President’s box was her husband, who 
remained throughout the sessions. It 
was the first time in the history of the 
federation, it was said, at which the 
husband of its President had been con- 
tinuously present. 

The behavior of present-day adults 
was criticized by Mrs. Lester 
Lewine, the principal speaker of the 
afternoon. She deplored the efforts of 
modern mothers to look like their flap- 
per daughters. . 


“Rank of Nature’? Overtaxed.

Money on the Stock Exchange re- 
mained unchanged at the 4 per cent.

did anything else in the general news. 
In‘an ordinary ‘speculative situation, 
the increasing scope of the Mississippi 


effect on the financial atmosphere; but 
it was difficult to trace its influence 
yesterday. That the general trade po- 
sition will be affected by it measur- 
ably is indicated -by the reports to the 
week-end mercantile reviewers, and 
the car-loading figures have already 
shown some unfavorable results. But 
the course of the markets continues to 
illustrate the extent to which, perhaps 
not unnaturally, the spirit of op- 
timism has come to prevail in finan- 
cial quarters. 

London’s open-market discount rate 
was quotably lower yesterday; it is 
now nearly % of 1 per cent. below 
New York; yet sterling continued firm, 
indicating that the position is much 
less dependent on American loans in 
Lombard Street than had been sup- 


monthly statement of brokers’ loans, 
which gave a somewhat smaller in- 
crease for April: than the Reserve 
Bank’s report had indicated... Since 
January, however, the Stock Ex- 
change figures make the increase 
$203,000,000, against the Reserve Bank's

The rise of cotton carried the spot 
price yesterday to 16 cents a pound, 
a price not quoted since Sept. 22, just 
before the department raised its esti- 
mate on last year’s crop from 15,166,- 
000 to 15,810,000 bales. The next day's 
abrupt fall in the price from 16% cents 
nearly to 15 occurred in spite of the 
trade’s resentful clamor to the effect 
that the bureau was at its old tricks 
and had certainly overestimated the 
yield of 1926 by more than half a mil- 
lion bales. It will possibly be recalled 
that even the. ginning figures seemed 
to bear the accusation out, for the gin- 
neries had handled up to the middle of 
the month 1,,771,000 bales less than in 
the. same period of 1925. Nobody 
dreamed that the actual final ginnings 
would bring the total outturn 1,783,000 
bales above that of the preceding cot- 
ton year, and the crop almost that 
much larger than the highest previous 
yield. If themarkethad been capable of 
imagining any such result, it certainly 
would not have been able to conceive 
of the price, three months before the 
end of the cotton year and after a 25 
per cent. decline, recovering to the 
level of Sept. 22. 

Undoubtedly the present rise of cot- 
ton is greatly stimulated by the Mis- 
sissippi inundation, whose effect in 
shortening the crop of 1927 may still 
be a matter of dispute, but whose spec- 
tacular incidents, surpassing those of 
all similar occurrences in our time, 
were certain to stimulate the appre- 
hension of the textile trade. But it 
will also be observed that, in eight 
months of the cotton season for which 
reports have been compiled, the home 
and foreign spinners had already 
taken 2,660,000 more bales of cotton at 
the low prevailing price than they took 
in the same period a year before; an 
increase which was nearly a million 
bales greater than the increase in the 
past season’s crop over that of. the 
year before. The old-time saying of 
the steel trade, that its condition was 
always either feast of famine, has ap- 
plied more appropriately in these later 
days to cotton.

Trying to Buy Into the 
Brooklyn Union. 


$115 ASHARE BID FOR STOCK 


Koppers Company Also Said to Be 
Purchasing—Has Relations 
With Both Concerns. 


Interests in control of the Consoli- 
dated Gas Company, which through 
subsidiaries supplies Manhattan, the 
Bronx and other near-by areas with 
gas and electricity, are making efforts 
to acquire substantial amounts of 
stock in the Brooklyn Union Gas Com- 
pany, it was reported in financial cir- 
cles yesterday. Although officials of 
the companies interested denied having 
knowledge of ‘the move, it was re- 
ported from several sources that within 
the last two weeks large stockholders 


in Brooklyn Union Gas had received 
offers of $115 for each of the shares 
they. held. 

That the Brady interests, which 
dominate the Consolidated Gas situa- 
tion, have long had their eyes on 
Brooklyn’s gas business has been 
generally known in financial. circles. 
Two factors, however, delayed any 
steps that they might take to acquire 
a foothold there. These were the 
necessity for large financing by Con- 
solidated Gas and uncertainty as to 
the permanent gas rate structure in 
New York City. 


Both Factors Eliminated. 


These two factors have now been 
eliminated. The United States Supreme 
Court recently ruled in favor of both 
Consolidated and Brooklyn Union Gas 


in the dollar gas cases, Hard on the 
decisions came the offering of $146,- 
325,000 of stock in the form of 1,200,000 
shares of preferred and 720,000 shares 
of common stock by Consolidated Gas, 
a record piece of ‘financing of its kind. 
Soon after the sale of this new stock 
by Consolidated Gas, stock of Brooklyn 
Union began to climb. From a level 
below 90 it advanced this year to 104% 
on Thursday, a new high since, the 
stock was split two for one in 1924. 
The rise, gradual at first, has-been 
more rapid of late, although yesterday 
the stock closed unchanged at 103. 

At the effices of George B. Cortel- 
you, President of Consolidated Gas; it 
was said Mr. Cortelyou did not wish 
to comment on the report that buying 
of Brooklyn Union stock was going on 
in behalf of interests in control of his 
company. Another official said that if 
such purchasers were being made they 
would not show on the records of the 
Consolidated Gas Company unless they 
were made by the company itself. Un- 
der the law, purchases by a utility of 
stock in another utility in any but un- 
important amounts must be approved 
by the Public Service Commission. 

At the offices of the Brooklyn Union 
Gnas Company no comment on the re- 
ports was forthcoming. 


Large Capital Needed. 


Brooklyn Union Gas had 510,076 
shares of capital stock outstanding on 
Dec. 31 last. To acquire a controlling 
interest in this amount of stock by 
purchases at $115 a share would re- 
quire about $30,000,000. However, one 
officia: familiar with the situation in 
Brooklyn suggested that a portion of 
this outstanding stock was controlled 
by the Brady interests before the re- 
cent rise began. 

Buying of Brooklyn Union stock was 
attributed also to the Koppers Com- 
pany, manufacturers of —* -manufac- 
turing machinery, with headquarters 
at Pittsburgh, in which the Mellon 
family has a strong interest. Through 
the United Light and Power Company 
of Maryland, the — soa Company 
has an interest in the —— Bor- 
ough Gas Company. Ko uip- 
ment was used in the ** oint 
plant, completed by the Consolidated 
Gas Company last year, and is to be 
used in the plant now under corstruc- 
tion by the Brooklyn Union Gas Com- 
pany on Newtown Creek. As _ the 
Brooklyn plant will have the same 
capacity as the Hunts Point plant 
and resemble it in other respects, its 
cost is estimated at about $20,000,000, 
the approximate cost of the Hunts 
Point plant. 

To meet the cost of the Hunts Point 
plant, Brooklyn Union’s balance sheet 
shows only cash of $2,831,000 and sur- 
plus of $11,824,000. Neverthelers; no 
plans for financing the plant have 
been announced. I* is. thought that 
plans for finarcing the plant have 
been held in abeyance Pigg a per- 
manent settlement of the question of 
the company’s control. 


Stock as Part Payment. 


It is considered likely that the 
Koppers Company will receive some 
Brooklyn Union stock in payment for 
the Newtown Creek plant. Otis & Co., 
bankers for the Koppers interests,

Insurance Company of America. The 
lower. court had.appointed a referee 
to determine the amounts due to the 
British creditors from the American 
corporation. In the suit former Gov- 
ernor Miller of New York, appearing 
for the insurance company, was op- 

sed by Charles E. Hughes, former 

ecretary of State, as attorney for the 
plaintiff. 


Opinion Is Unanimous. 


‘The unanimous opinion of the Court, 
written by Justice Finch, said that ihe 
question presented was whether the 


laintiff, holding claims against the 
—— corporation, was entitled tc 
follow assets in the hands of the de- 
fendant, not a party to the transaction, 
‘upon a claim not yet established, an1 
before the legal remedies to establish 
and collect the same as against the 
wage debtor has been exhauste.l.”’ 

he question to be decided was 
whether the defendant is the Rosia 
Insurance Company of Petrograd or an 
independent entity and not merely the 
Russian corporation under another 
name. 

The opinion points out that the Rus- 
gian Government declared the insur- 
ance companies of that country liqui- 
dated as of April 1, 1919. For many 
years prior the Rossia Insurance Com- 
pany of Petrograd had a branch in 
this country and in accordance with 
@ requirement of the insurance ‘aws 
had made deposits here. The manas,er 
of the American branch was directed 
in 1914 to incorporate it, and a special 
charter was obtained from the Con- 
necticut Legislature in 1915. The or- 
ganization of the American corporation 
was completed on April 1, 1919, wnen 
the defendant took over ail the Ameti- 
can assets and assumed all the Ameri- 
can liabilities, the sovietization of the 
Russian corporation having been ef- 
fected on the same date.

Approved in Two States. 


Dealing with the good faith of the 
incorporation of the American branch, 
Justice Finch says the transaction was 
approved by the New York and Con- 
necticut Insurance Departments, and 
by the courts of the latter State. Jus- 
tince Finch says that in the course of 
a trial of the present action the plain- 
tiff seems to have conceded the valid- 
ity of the transactions, with the ex- 
ception that an alleged surplus of 
gome $2,500,000 over the existing li- 
abilities in America had been trans- 
ferred to the defendant. It is out 
of this surplus that the plaintiff seeks 
to collect its claim. Justice Finch 
paid: 

“We have reached the conclusion

Total of  $45,718,620,044 
Fails to Keep Pace Set 
in March. 


Business volume in April, as meas- 
ured by the check turnover at the 
principal clearing houses of the coun- 
try, showed a loss of 6.6 per cent. from 
the total for March. April's checks ag- 
gregated $45,718,620,044, compared with

CHILE APPOINTS CITY BANK. 


New York Institution Becomes Its 
Exclusive Banker Here. 


The National City Bank has been 
appointed official and exclusive banker 
in the United States for the Chilean 


Government, it was announced yester- 
day. Chile in thus designating a per- 
manent financial adviser and agent 
eliminates competitive bidding in the 
handling of her fiscal affairs in this 
country, following the example of such 
countries as England, France, Belgium 
and Italy. Upon receipt of notification 
of the appointment Charles EB. Mitchell, 
President, made the following state- 
ment: 

“The Chilean Government in its re- 
form administration under the able 
leadership of Vice President Ibanez 
has for some time been in communi- 
cation with us relative to its plans for 
national economies and we are today 
in receipt of advices from the Minister 
of Finance, Pablo Ramirez, to the ef- 
fect that the National City Bank has 
been named in a State document as 
the official and exclusive banker of 
the Chilean Government for its finan- 
cial operations in the United States.”’ 


NO TAIWAN BANK PLAN YET. 


Finance Minister Takahashi Cables 
Disavowal of Report. 
Finance Minister Takahashi of Japan 
sent the following cable yesterday to 
Tadao Wikawa, the Acting Finance 
Commissioner for Japan in the United 

States: 

“It is the Government’s intention to 
consider the readjustment of the Bank 
of Taiwan based on the plan for the 
purpose to be submitted by the Bank 
of Taiwan Investigation Committee. 

[The Bank of Taiwan Investigation 
Committee was organized about a 
month ago in order to study the plan 
that will strengthen the bank’s busi- 
ness foundation.] 

“So far, the work of the committee 
has not yet progressed to a stage to 
draft any definite plan. In the mean- 
while, the Government has never ex- 
pressed any opinion on this subject. 

“The Tokio report recently circulated 
abroad on the future of the Bank of 
Taiwan might be the one based on the 
private opinion expressed by some one 
who several years ago held a high 
Government position and which was 
misquoted in the Tokio papers as if it 
was the Government plan.”’

“So far as the Cunard Line is con- 
cerned,” Sir Thomas replied, “I can 
state most emphatically R the com- 
re will not enter any merger or com- 

ine with other big steamship lines. 
One or two proposals have been made 
of that nature in the past, But they 
were never seriously considered. I do 
not believe in these big steamship com- 
bines; they are not good for the per- 
gonnel or the esprit de corps of the 
service.”’

Will It Bring Muffs Back? 

One of the interesting questions that 
has come up in the fur trade in con- 
nection with reports that manufac- 
turers of women’s cloth coats are fig- 
uring on less use of fur trimmings next 
Fall and Winter is whether muffs will 
come back if the coatmakers carry out 
their plan. Regarding this it was 
pointed out yesterday that muffs went 
out of favor with the appearance of 
heavy fur trimmings on the cuffs of 
women’s coats and that this was due 
to the fact that the bulkiness of those 
trimmings made it impossible—perhaps 
unnécessary—to use muffs. Sporadic 
attempts to revive these articles have 
been made from time to time during 
the past several seasons, but none was 
successful. With less use of fur col- 
lars on cloth coats a broadened de- 
mand for fur neckpieces would come 
about, and it is said not to be out of 
the question to see a revival of scarf 
and muff sets when cold wather

Efforts to Check Piracy. 


As a result of the meeting of woolen 
manufacturers two days ago, the mat- 
ter of fabric pirating has again come 
to the fore. There are many, both in 
the woolen and garment trades, who 
would like to see definite action taken 
on the problem. Makers of high grade 

are particularly concerned, and 
representatives of these organizations 
would welcome careful scrutiny of 
present conditions. Something more 
than discussion is requiréd to correct 
the situation, in their opinion. A 
broad movement is held necessary for 
the protection and recognition of a 
manufacturer's rights to his fabrics, 
both by individual and group action. 
The matter in its final analysis is felt 
to be an ethical one and as such re- 
quires raising of trade standards so 
that pirating will not be passed off 
lightly, as has been the recent ten- 
dency. 


Eastern Flannels Not Withdrawn. 


Although lines of flannels have been 
so well sold up this season that cer- 
tain mills are no longer able to accept 
business on them, the largest Eastern 
factor in the production of this mer- 
chandise had not withdrawn its goods 
up to the close of business last night.

With the market for these goods in 
the generally firm position it is, how- 
ever, a sudden withdrawal by any 
manufacturer would not cause much 
surprise among cutters-up and jobbers.

The cloths sell- 
ing best wholesale at 35 to 62% cents a 
yard, and the leading colors at the mo- 
ment are Copenhagen and medium 
blues. Next after them, in order of the 
preference: shown them, come tan, 
green, rose, medium pink and orchid. 
White dress linen also is wanted, and 
just now is about the hardest of all 
on which to get quick deliveries. Cut- 
ters-up, jobbers and retailers are all 
buying, with the cutters taking the 
largest yardage. 


Hard Coal Prospects Good. 
Judging by the way things have been 
going in the anthracite market here 


this week, Saward’s Journal will say 
today, the hard coal producers will 
have fully as good business in May as 
in April. In fact, the tonnage prom- 
ises to be considerably larger, owing 
to the comparative absence of holidays 
this month and the fact that the de- 
mand during the early part of April 
was not strong enough to justify full- 
time operation at the collieries. An- 
other adverse development in April was 
a slight but noticeable let-up in buying 
during the closing days of the month.

BUS SERVICE FOR RYE. 


Westchester Trolley Abandoned— 
Two Motor Lines Start Today. 


Abandonment of another trolley line 
in Westchester County and the opera- 
tion of two new bus lines were an- 
nounced yesterday by Leverett S. Mil- 
ler, President of the New York & 
Stamford Trolley Company and the 


County Transportation Company. The 
new bus sérvice, which will serve Rye | N 
and vicinity, will begin today. 

Twenty-two motor buses will operate 
between Ryé, Milton Point, Rye Beach 
and Oakland on a twenty- 
minute schedule and on a ten-cent fare 
with free transfers to trolley lines. 
There will be a commutation rate of 
twenty rides for a dollar for school 
children, 

There will be two routes. One will 
start at the imtersection of Purchase 
and Ridge Streets in Rye and will fol- 
low Purdy Avenue to the Boston Post 
Road, to Cross Street, to Milton Road, 
to Apawamis Avenue, to Forest Ave- 
nue, to Beck Avenue, to Rye Beach 
Road, to Redfield Street, to Forest 
Avenue, to Hewlet Road, to Milton 
Road and thence to the starting point. 
Motor coaches on the other route will 
run over the same loop but in the op- 
posite direction. 


COL. HARVEY RETURNS. 


France More Prosperous Than Ever 
efore, He Says.

Lockwood Sees Loss of Speed at 
Times Sq. and Grand Central, 
bat Charge Is Disputed. 


Belief that city patrolmen would be 
more effective than Interborough plat- 
form men in speeding up subway ser- 
vice during rush hours at Times 
Square and Grand Central stations 
Was expressed yesterday by Transit 
Commissioner.
